In the shadows of the great m ountaius 
on the banks of the Feather river, aiid 
overlooking the wide valley of the Sacra­ 
m ento, stands Oroville, “the Gent of the 
Foothills.” 
The Feather river drains a 
large and rich area of the warm western 
slope c f the Sierra Nevada—larger and 
richer than the valley of the Connecticut, 
the M ohawk or the M iam i. This drain- 
e.ge basin is rich in its deposits dt precious 
and useful m etals and minerals; in its great 
forest-belt of pines, firs and cedars; in its 
warm, rich soils, and in a winterless cli­ 
m ate unexcelled on earth. 
No country on 
this continent presents so m any localities 
for picturesque homes as this. 
There are 
deep, fertile valleys, gently-sloping h ill­ 
sides, grassy table-lands, dark gorges, deep 
canyons and great stretches of evergreen 
toresls. 
Hundreds of clear streams take 
their rise on the higher range, and pour 
down the m ountain sides in gleam ing tor­ 
rents, dash 
througii the 
canyons and 
gorges, whirl in glassy pools at the feet of 
overhanging cliffs and giant forest trees, 
till united in one great river which bursts 
through the high basaltic wall that sepa­ 
rates the foothills from the plains and en­ 
ters the broad valley below. 


tllSTO BY OF OROVILLE AND V ICINITY. 
At the m outh of this gateway to the 
m ountains is the city that is to command 
and control the trade and trafficof this rich 
region when its vast possibilities have been 
developed. 
W hat these possibilities are 
w ill here be briefly b u ? comprehensively 
stated for the benefit of the honie-seeker, 
the bealth-hunter and the capitalist. 
The 
history of Orovi'le and the surrounding 
country com m ences with the discovery of 
gold and the in-pouring of the eager gold- 
hnnters in 1849. 
Feather river and its 
tributaries presented rich deposits of the 
precious metals, and m ining camps sprang 
into existence along the whole length of 
their courses. 
W here Oroville now stands 
rich diggings were found, and a camp was 
formed and called Onhir, after the famous 
m ines of sacred history. 
This m ining and 
trading camp bore that nam e till 1854, 
w hen, upon the establishm ent of a post­ 
office, the name was changed to Oroville. 
In the earlier days other places in the 
Feather refer basin had a creator trade and 
a larger population than Oroville, but the 
advantages o f location, at the gateway of 
the m ountains, the 


NATURAL CONVERGING POINT 
For all the trade and travel o f’so large a 
country,gradually gave Oroville a prosper­ 
ity that distanced all her rivals. Merchants 
with capital, enterprise and large stocks of 
goods established them selves there, and it 
soon became the depot of supplies lor the 
whole basin. 
In 1853 a patent was issued 
for the present town site, and in the sam e 
year a license was granted and a public 
ferry established. 
In 1854 thePostoilice was 
established. 
From that tim e tiie growth 
of the place was rapid, and Oroville be­ 
cam e one of the lai 
I 
pr mi- 
nent trading points in the new El Dorado. 
Brick-yards were opened and brick blocks 
b u ilt; a bank was established ; hotels built, 
opened and tilled with guests. 


A STEADY STREAM OF GOLD 
Poured in, and as steady a stream o f m in­ 
ing supplies was sent out. 
The business 
of the place was sim ply enormous. 
A t the 
election in 1856, 2,200 votes were cast by 
people living within three m iles of the city, 
and the population o f the place and its 
im m ediate vicinitv was estimated at more 
than 0,000. 
At about this tim e Oroville 
became the county seat, and it has re­ 
m ained so to the present tim e. An extended 
description of this city and the Feather 
river basin during the gold era does not 
com e within the purview of this article. It 
is our purpose only to give a plain, truth­ 
ful description of Oroville and her sur­ 
roundings at the present time, and the ad­ 
vantages it oilers to those in search of 
hornee. 


IT S W A TER SY STEM . 


N u m erou s I.urge S tream s and C ou n tless 
W ater D itch es—A rtesian W ells. 
The principal stream of the Oroville dis- 


inchea, running from Big Butte creek to 
the town of Cherokee; Powers’ ditch, 27 
miles long, capacity 700 inches, running 
from Big Butte creek 10 Oroville, and dis­ 
tributes water through the streets of that 
city. 
These 
great 
ditches, and 
their 
branches, buiit at a cost of m illions of 
m oney, ure a priceless legacy bequeathed 
by m ining to the agricultural interest. 
They cover the most of the arable land of 
the great Feather river basin, and will 
make it in the future a fertile garden spot. 
There is water in the mountain streams to 
furnish m any more nianiiuouth ditches in 
addition to those named, if the future of 
this country should demand them. 
To 
supplem ent this abundant natural and 
artificial supply o f water, there is little 
doubt that tlowing artesian water can be 
obtained in som e portions of the basin. In 
the Sierra valley, in the same range of 
mountains, and only fifty m iles south, 
within the [«st year more than thirty 
artesian wells have been sunk, and flowing 
water of satisfactory quality and in large 
quantities has been obtained. 
No attempt 
has been made to obtain artesian water 
here, for the reason that the supply from 
existing sources is superabundant; but if, 
in the future, a necessity should arise, the 
probabilities are that flowing artesian wa­ 
ter can be obtained at small cost. This 
unexcelled supply of water justifies the 
assertion that the Feather river basin is one 
of the best watered regions in the world, 
and that is the strongest recommendation 
possible. 
THE QUALITY OF SOILS. 
The soils of the Oroville foothills are 
similar to those of all the Sierra foothills 
which have been subjected to the lest of as- 
sav and to that of production, which is an 
indisputable test. 
These soils are rich iu 
all the best elements of fertility—lime, 
potash ami phosphates. 
These have been 
liberated in large quantities from the rock 
strata of the higher range, and by the nat­ 
ural wash have found their way to the 
foothills and valleys, there to reward the 
labor of the husbandman. 
In the valleys 
there are dark alluvial soils, rich, deep and 
lasting. 
On the slopes of the hillsides the 
soil is a deep rich brown or red loam. 
In 
the valleys and on the foothills, on areas 
large enough to be an absolute demonstra­ 
tion of excellence, all the products of the 
farm, orchard and vineyard have been 
raised for years. 


TIM BER A SI) LUMBER SUPPLY. 
Along the banks of streams and on the 
hillsides there are abundant tree growths. 
There is no quarter-section of this district 
but what has timber enough for the fuel of 
the settlers who will occupy it. and on 
much the larger portion there is timber 
enough for building and fencing material. 
On the higher mountain ranges there are 
inexhaustible quantities of the best pine,

These figures show that the clim ate of 
the Featber-river basin is not only a true 
winterless climate, but that it is as salubri­ 
ous as that of those health resorts where 
tens of thousands go to escape the rigors of 
winter regions. The mere fact that Sicily 
lemon trees have flourished here for a quar­ 
ter of a century as well as they do on their 
island hom e in the Mediterranean ; that 
the pomegranate here produces as beautiful 
flowers and as fine-flavored fruit as it did 
in the valleys o f Palestine; that the olive 
grows as vigorously and 
produces 
as 
abundantly as it did 
on 
the sides of 
Mount Olivet, are proofs “ as strong as 
holy writ” that the clim ate is all that 
could be 
desired. 
Those semi-tropical 
growths can be seen in all these valleys, 
and on all these hillsides fis an elevation’of 
2,000 feet. 
There is a fact in connection 
with the temperatures of these foothills 
that should be stated here. 
There is no 
'portion of the foothills of the western slope 
of the Sierra Nevada where the rise is 
more gradual than it is from Oroville east. 
That city has an elevation of 171 feet above 
tide, and it is thirty m iles tast of that place 
to where the average elevation of the foot­ 
hills is more than 2,000 feet above the 
ocean. 
This fact shows what an immense 
area is adapted to the growth of sem i-ironi­ 
cal fruits in this single bastn t-ibutarv to 
Oroville. 
The rainfall on the foothills is consider­ 
ably greater than it is in the valley. 
Every 
•>00 feet oi elevation gives nearly live inches 
more rain. 
A; Oroville the average annual 
rainfall is about 22 inches, and at an alti- 


apples, peaches, plums, cherries and all 
the sm all fruits grow to perfection. 
The first citrus tree in the Oroville dis­ 
trict was planted in 1S54. 
In that year 
John Morrill brought a seedling orange 
tree from Sacramento and planted it at Bid- 
well’s Bar, which has an altitude of .‘>51 
feet. This tree had been grown from the 
seed ol an Acapulco orange and was four 
years old when transplanted to the banks 
of Feather river. 
That tree is now thirty- 
two years old and has had no cultivation, 
but it has grown to a large size for any 
country. 
It is now twenty-five feet high 
and 
has 
twenty-three 
feet 
spread of 
branches. 
In spite of the lack of cultiva­ 
tion, this mother tree has been a continu­ 
ous and prolific bearer for a quarter of a 
century'. 
Two 
thousand five hundred 
oranges is not an uncommon yield. 
From 
the seeds of oranges grown on this tree 
most of the bearing orange trees of upper 
California have sprung. 
To sayT that the 
fruit of these orange trees is tine, falls far 
short of its merits. 
In 1886, at the first 
citrus fair held in Sacramento, these seed­ 
ling oranges wi re submitted to a critical 
exam ination, by the most experienced ex ­ 
perts.

The fruiting o f this tree induced others to 
make experim ents of 
growing 
orange 
trees, and soon there were m any little 
orange groves in the Fea'her river basin. 
In almost every instance these experiments 
were 
attended 
with successful results. 
The trees made luxuriant growths, ami at 
an early age blossomed and bore fruit. 
They were largely planted in yards of 
dwellings in Oroville for shade trees, and 
they grew so luxuriantly that that placs is 
now almost a continuous orange grove. 
It is safe to say that within the lim its of 
that piace there are 5,000 orange trees, the 
greater part bearing fruit.

South Forks of the Feather river. 
These 
take their rise in the higher range, drain 
a country half as large 33 some of the 
States o f the Atlantic slope, and when 
united, form a stream that has been navi­ 
gated from its mouth to Oroville. 
Each of 
these principal branches of the Feather 
river has a large number of tributaries 
which take their rise on the sides of the 
m ountains, iu the canyous, gorges and 
valleys. 
Each o f these give out its clear 
lasting stream, and it is certain that there 
is no part of the American continent 
which has a larger number of mountain 
streams than the Feather river basin. 
In 
addition to the Feather river and its tribu­ 
taries, the Iloncut rises in the mountains 
south of the South Fork of the Feather 
river, and drains a large and fertile portion 
of the country tributary to Oroville. 
Be­ 
sides these largerstreams.tliere are countless 
springs of clear cool water that burst forth 
from the hill and mountain sides. 
W ell 
water of the best quality is obtained in 
wells of moderate depth. 


IRRIGATING FACILITIES. 
In the early days of gold m ining, when 
water was needed to separate the gold from 
the sand and gravel, ditches were built to 
take water to the rich placers found almost 
everywhere. 
In these ditch enterprises 
large sum s o f m oney were invested, and 
the country is marked with these water 
ways. 
It is im possible to give the mileage 
of all these ditches, with their branches, 
but it is certain that they would aggregate 
hundreds of m iles. 
They were of the ut­ 
most importance to the m ining interests 
then, and they are of equal importance to 
the horticultural and other agricultural 
interests that are now springing up and 
proving so profitable in these foothills. 
These great ditches are still iu existence, 
and, as a rule, iu good repair. 
The most 
important o f these ditches are the Forbes- 
town ditch, tbirtv m iles in length, with a 
capacity o f 3.000 miner's inches, taken 
from a branch of the South Fork and car­ 
ried to the Sacramento valley a: Bangor 
aatl W vandotte; the Ophir ditch, twenty- 
five m iles long, with a capacity of 2,500 
inches, and carried down the mountain 
side to the valley; the Hendricks ditch, 
forty m iles long, capacity 2.000 inches, run­ 
ning from the west branch o f the North Fork 
to O roville; the Miocene ditch, thirty-six 
m iles long, capacity 2,500 inches, running 
from the west branch to O roville; Chero-

>mc ot the largest 
saw -m ills are located here, and the lumber 
from them goes to the great valleys of the 
State and to foreign markets. These m ills 
give the present and the future settler as­ 
surance of an abundant supply of building 
and fencing material for all tim e at reason­ 
able prices. 


BRICK*AND STONE FOR BUILDING. 
In many places brick clay of good qual­ 
ity is found in abundant quantities, and 
the brick made from this clay has stood the 
test of a third of a century's use. 
Lime 
and sandstone, granite and marble are 
found in the foothills and mountains, and 
ot such quality as to make it sure that in 
the future development of this country it 
will be largely used. 


THE CLISATE. 


C o m p a r is o n W i t h C e l e b r a t e i i W i n t e r R e ­ 
s o r t s —T a b l e s o f T e m p e r a t u r e . 
Here in the valleys, and on the foothills 
of this basin, is the m ost genial and favor­ 
able clim ate c f this continent. 
Here the 
products of two zones meet and flourish 
side by side. 
Wheat, that is supposed to 
do best in high latitudes, is produced of 
such excellent quality that it is in demand 
by* the best m illers in the world. 
Barlev 
thet grows in the high altitudes, close to 
the perpetual snows, here grows to perfec­ 
tion. In the sam e valleys, and on the same 
hillsides, lite orange and lemon trees grow 
to an uncommon size, and are prolific 
bearers of fruit of the best quality. 
It is 
nearly a third ot a century since the first 
citrus trees were planted, and hundreds of 
localities in that tim e have proved ttiat the 
orange and lemon finds as congenial a 
hom e here »s in the Azores or in Sicily.

A WINTERLESS CLIMATE. 
Here around Oroville, as in all the valley 
of the Sacramentoand on the foothills of up­ 
per California, the climate is such that the 
field-worker has fifty-two weeks in the year 
for work. 
Although the greater portion 
of the country east of the Sierra Nevada 
range is wrapped in snow, the streams 
locked in ice, the ground frozen solidly 
to a depth of four feet, and the people are 
seeking the shelter of houses and rite 
warmth of roaring fires. the field-worker 
here is plowing and sowing his seed for 
the harvest of the com ing season. 
The 
ditlerene? in the earnings o f the wage- 
winner iu fifty-two weeks here and t wen­ 
ty six weeks there for the thirty years of a 
worker's life, if put at interest, would make 
a handsome couipettnce for the autumn of 
life. 
There is also the difference in tiie 
Coat ot houses anti bin ts, the cost of fuel, 
clothing "gad food in the two climates, 
which, if added to the earning», would 
very considerably increase the a -cumula­ 
tions of a lifetim e. There is no such tvrait 
and jobber as winter, and no more favor­ 
ing fric-od than a mild, winterless cóm ale.

There 
is no food or textile plant that grows in the 
north temperate zone but what flourishes 
here. 
Wheat, fresh from the Red river of 
the Niwth. gladdens the heart o f the hus­ 
bandman by its generous yield, and barley 
brought front the table lands of La-lae. 
fifteen thousand feet above the sea. wooid 
do equally well. Oranges, lemons, limes 
olives, pomegranates, apricots, nectarines, 
. 20.000 capital’. The stockholders embraced 


the leading citizens of Oroville. 
The stock 
was fully subscribed, and Judge C. F. Lott 
was elected President, and G. W. Harney 
Secretary. 
Thirty-five acres o f land on the 
north bank o f the Feather river was pur­ 
chased, cleared and plowed, and 3.500 
choice orange trees planted. Less than one 
per cent, of these trees died. 
It is now 
only a year since the ground was a brush 
waste, and now there is as pretty a grove of 
young orange trees as can be found in the 
world’s citrus belt.

on 
Feather river, less than ti m ile below Oro­ 
ville, has 400 orange trees, 100 of which are 
in full bearing. 
They show vigorous and 
healthy growths, and he expects that in 
three years from now to produce 40,000 
oranges, and in ten years 400,000 oranges. 
There are many others who have put out 
orange and lemon , trees, and many more 
who are preparing land for that purpose. 
Hundreds of acres will be planted in sight 
of Oroville next spring, and hundreds 
more in other parts of the Feather river 
basin. Ten years from to-day the valleys 
and sunny slopes of this basin w ill be 
covered with orange trees loaded with 
golden fruit, and the productions will be 
as great and well-known in the markets of 
the world as that of the Azores. 


LEMON CULTURE. 
W hat has been said of the successful 
growing ot oranges here can be said of the 
production of lem ons. 
There are a large 
number of lemon trees, som e of which are 
a quarter of a century old, and they have 
been prolific and continuous bearers o f fine 
fruit. 
There is no reason w hy this coun­ 
try should import from Sicily a single 
lem on, as the demand can be supplied 
from this region alone. 
The United States 
imports ISO,000 tons ot oranges and lemons 
annually, and with a soil and clim ate per­ 
fectly adapted to citrus growths, there 
would seem to be a brilliant future for that 
industry in the Oroville district. 


OTHER KINDS OF FRUITS. 


T he C u l t u r e o f O liv e s , F ig s a n i l D e c i d u ­ 
o u s F r u i t s —S m a l l F r u i t G r o w i n g . 
O live trees were planted hete early in 
the golden era, and in all cases they grew 
well and produced largely. 
Iu all the 
towns, old m ining camps and ou most of 
the ranches there are olive trees that are 
from fifteen to twenty feet high, and they 
produce a fine olive. 
W ithin the last 
two years 
a 
good 
m any 
orchards 
have 
been 
planted. 
John 
C. 
Gray, 
has planted 4.500 olive trees one forty-five 
acres, near Wyandotte, five m iles east ot 
Oroville. 
H is soil is a decomposed slate, 
and is at an elevation of 650 feet in the 
foothills. 
This soil is rich and deep and is 
in the frostJess belt. 
Dr. Jenkins has put 
out a large olive orchard in Paradise val­ 
ley, 20 m iles east of Oroville. 
H e put out 
the picoline and Messina varieties, and 
there are several others who are engaging 
in the production o f olives and olive oil. 
W hen we consider that California is the 
only portion of the United States adapted 
to the production of olives and olive oil, 
and that the importation of these products 
to this country amounts to hundreds of 
thousands ot dollars, it must be apparent 
that m any of the hillsides in this basin will 
be covered with olive orchards, and that 
th eo iiv e oil and olives of this region will 
annually amount to a large sum. 


RAISING FIGS. 
From the earliest days of the goid-seekers 
the Mission tig has been planted and 
grown here. 
In all the towns, old m ining 
camps and on almost all the ranch;» there 
are giant fig trees, which overshadow the 
houses and throw a dense shade over the 
yards. 
They 
are prolific 
bearers and 
the 
fruit 
is 
of 
good 
qtialitv 
when properly dried and packed. 
In later 
years larger numbers o f ibe white Adriatic 
and Smyrna fig trees have been planted, 
and soon this region w ill produce thou­ 
sands of boxes of dried figs that will suc­ 
cessfully 
compete 
with 
the 
imported 
article. 
A ll 
these 
new 
varieties 
grow 
well 
and 
produce 
a 
su­ 
perior fruit, and there is no region o f 
all the foothills that presents greater in­ 
ducements to those desiring to engage in 
the industry than is offered here. 


DECIDUOUS FRUITS. 
Apples ot the best quality are produced 
on the foothills at elevations iront 1.000 to 
3.000 feet, and there are thousands ot' acres 
of cheap lands that can he had fot this 
production. 
There is a good hom e demand 
for good a p p lc 3 , and the islands of the 
Pacific, Australia and New Zealand afford 
a good foreign market. 
Pears, both summer and winter varie­ 
ties, Uouri.-li here, and arc largely produced 
in the valleys and on the hillsides. 
The 
demand for them is unlim ited for ship­ 
ment beyond the mountains. 
Tiie profits 
of a good, full-bearing pear orchard are 
so large as to assure the rapid extension of 
the areas devoted to this industry. 
Peaches, plums, cherries, apricots and 
nectarines are grown 
in 
hundreds 
of 
orchards scattered all over this region, and 
every year new orchards are being planted. 
In ten years the production of these va­ 
rieties o f fruit w ill be measured by the 
hundreds of carloads. 


SMALL FRUITS. 
All kinds of sm all fruits are grown in all 
the valleys and along the slopes of the foot­ 
hills. 
Títere is no branch of horticulture 
that gives such large and rapid returns as 
the raising o f strawberries, blackberries 
and raspberries. 
It is not uncommon to 
sell front $200 to $40o worth of these small 
fruits from an acre o f ground in a season. 
It is from these sales largely that people of 
small means starting in fruit-raising in the 
foothills support them selves till their trees 
and vines grow to a bearing age. 


all exceedingly well adapted to vineyards. 1 
le n years should see all this in vines, and 
paying an interest upon $500 per aere. It 
is the land for beautiful homes, with plenty 
and contentment. 
The experience of the past few vears has 
demonstrated that all kinds of }nm „s do 
better on these foothill soils and in this 
frost less 
climate 
than 
anywhere 
else. 
French. Hungarian and German prunes 
have been grown here, and they have 
proved the most profitable of fruits. 


4tOM E-BUILDING IN TH E FOOTHILLS. 
Tiie following is an exam ple of what 
may be done by bome-seekers and even 
residents of towns and cities now toiling 
and sweating to win bread for a fantilv and 
working front morning till night at the 
beck and nod of task-masters : M. L. King 
was a mechanic in Oakland six years ago. 
H e bought a sm all tract of foothill land on 
the slate belt, a m ile from Oroville. 
H e 
cleared the brush off of twenty-five acres, 
and plowed it with one horse, and then put 
it out to trees and vinos. 
Ife now has a 
comfortable house, barn and fruit packing­ 
house. 
H e has 400 orange trees, 70jipple 
trees, 50 olive trees, 55 cherry trees, .350

An agent of the Danish colonists 
bought 11,000 acres of railroad i tnd, which 
is to be divided into 20-acre traei." and al- 
loted to each colonist.

fertile valley of the Sacramento interven­ 
ing. The soil is a red loam, of the same char­ 
acter as that o f the celebrated Natoma vine­ 
yard, and is admirably adapted for fruit and 
vines. 
No lots or shares were to have been 
sold till more improvements were made, 
but there jyas so great a demand for them 
that it was impossible to postpone the sale 
till that time. 
At the present writingmore 
than $40,000 worth of shares have been 
sold. 
In connection with this colony a 
citrus nursery has been established, and 
ntar.y thousands of budded trees will be 
ready for planting by th ■ colonists next 
spring. 
This, the first colony in Northern 
California, will undoubtedly prove a great 
success, and will lead to the formation of 
others in every county in the northern 
half of the State 
In view of what it is new 
doing for Oroville and the Feather river 
basin, and what it wilt do for all the other 
counties when

been followed, too much praiac cannot be 
awarded to Colonel Crocker, who invested 
his capital and gave i* his best efforts ;

money, but will m ake picturesque homes.

ADAPT ABILITY OF THE ROIL AND CLIMATE TO

Joseph Gardella, near the town, has 5,000 
vines that will be convincing proof to tho?e 
in doubt. 
C. IC. Leggett & Son, adjoining 
the Gardella gardens, has 52 acres in bear­ 
ing vines, including alm ost everv variety 
grown in the world. 
A number of acres of 
tbese vines are the white Muscat of A lex­ 
andria. 
From these the owners have been 
making raisins for a number o f years. 
They average two tons of raisins to the 
acre, and when well packed sell for $300 as 
the product front an acre. 
W ine grapes 
yield from three to six tons per acre, ac­ 
cording to variety, soil and tillage, and th< 
average market price per ton is from $18 
to $28 per ton.

It has been the depot of supplies for 
all the Feather river basin and for a iaree 
extent of territory beyond the mountains. 
Every branch o 
trade is well represented 
by her merchants. There are large stores 
acd b:g warehouses adjoining. 
Messrs. Perkins At Wise, dealers in gen­ 
eral merchantl:» -, ere representatives of 
the merchants in their branch of business. 
1 tiis h• 111 — was established by Governor 
George I . Perkins, in 1860. 
Under his act­ 
ive management tiie business grew to im ­ 
mense proportions. 
In 1875 the Governor 
removed to San Francisco, and the busi­ 
ness was managed by his brother, I). K. 
Perkins, and Jam es 0. Logan. 
In 1680 Mr. 
Logan retired from the business, and in 
1885 Governor Perkins sold his interest to

such exam ple in the upper half of the State 
has long been felt, but till the present time 
no one with capital and foresight had been 
found.

He bought 6 000 acres o f land 
north of the Feather river, opposite Oro­ 
ville for colony purposes.

W holesale and retail grocers, are another 
firm that representa :he business enter­ 
prise of this region.

They now occupy a handsome brick build­ 
ing, 04x80 feet, with basement the same 
size. 
Their trade extends to all parts of 
the mountains; and their sales amount to 
$16*1,000 per year, t.nd are rapidly increas­ 
ing. 
There are two large hir.lware establish­ 
m ents—J. C. Gray and Brock A Taber. 
J. 
C. Gray commenced bui-inc-s in 1876. and 
ba-i buili the buaine . up from nothing to 
s tie • i i $50.000 a year.

filled with stock. 
H is business grows each 
year, and soon he will be compelled to have 
additional room for his stock.

Are among the leading mercantile houses

ness was commenced by J. M. Brock in 
1856. in a building 22x60, with a tin shop 
iu the rear. 
In 1S7S Floyd Taber was ad­ 
mitted to the firm. 
The space now occu­ 
pied is a room 33x132 feet

Montgomery street, and connecting with a 
room OOxllS feet fronting on Huntoon 
street. 
The superficial era of storerooms 
occupied am ounts to 14,976 square feet of 
ground floor, besides basement».

They have manufactured great quantities of 
pipe for all the m ining region around them 
anti now have a contract for m anv thou­ 
sands of feet for the Thermalita colony.

Occupies a half block, and is fitted with 
every convenience and new improvement 
in machinery. 
They dea! in a great va­ 
riety of goods—hardware, iron, steel, coal, 
agricultural implements, wagons, buggies, 
hard-wood supplies, paints, oils, crockery, 
glassware, tin and sheet metalware, stoves, 
irrigating and m ining pumps and fittings, 
and a great m any other fines of goods. 
Their sales am ount to from $200,000 to

Are the bankers of the place. They occupy 
a handsome and commodious building, 
have am pie capital and do a large business. 
N. It. Rideout, the manager o f several of 
the most prosperous banks in the .State, is 
the President, and E. W. Fogg is the resi­ 
dent manager. 
No banking institution on 
the coast stands higher than this one. 
Mr. 
Fogg is active and energetic in pushingany 
enterprise that will add to the prosperity of 
Oroville and the 
snrroundiiig country. 
There are forty-eight trading points in the 
Feather river basiu that wholly or in part 
trade with Oroville. 
From the number of 
these local trading centers tfle volum e of 
business may be estimated. 
To all ihese 
mountain towns and camps there are well- 
built wagon 
roads, 
with 
fine bridges 
wherever required, and all these roads and 
bridges are free. 
There are a large number 
of heavy teams, six, eight or ten horses or 
mules to each, engaged in hauling goods to 
the mountains, and the produce of the 
country to Oroville on the return trip, 
in 
addition to these heavy freight wagons,

The lumber business centering iu Oro­ 
ville is im m ense. 
In the great Direst belt, 
which extends the whole length oi the 
Sierra Nevada range, there are som e o f the 
largest sawm ills on the Pad lie coast. 
The 
m ills are situated about 28 m iles from Oro­ 
ville at different points in * his forest belt, 
t he Piaskett m ill sav.s 400,<:00feet of lum ­ 
ber annually ; the Moretown m ill, 500,000 
feet; the Berry Creek m ill,2-50,000; Below 
Springer m ill, 100,009; Ikirnham’s, (¡00,000; 
Reck Creek 
m ill. I OVj.COO; Springer 
Co.’s m il], 3.000,000; Merriniac Mill Com­ 
pany. 4,000,000; the Lumpkin m ill, 3,500.­ 
000, and Leach and Walter's m ill, 7.600 000 
feet. 
The most o f tiffs lumber is sugar 
pine, and is shipped to the coast or to for­ 
eign countries. 
It is hauled on wagons an 
average distance of 28 m iles, and furnishes 
work to a great number of men and teams. 
Mr. Rowell, the manager o f ibe Lum pkin 
and Merriniac m ilis, em ploys more ¡han 
100 four, six or eigbt-hor.se teams, am! pays 
$9 per thousand teet for which lie pays 
eacti year nearly $60.000. 
Tiie motley dis­ 
bursed for hauling lumber from these m ills 
to Oroville must am ount aununfiv to more 
than $150,000. 
The Northern California has carried the 
past year 1 500 carloads ot lumber and 1.800 
carloads ot wood.

TH E HOTELS OK OROVILLE 
Are large, commodious and well managed. 
The leading hotel is the Union, owned and 
managed by D. N. Frieslehen. 
It is a two- 
story brick building, 160x160 feet.

tains sixty sleeping rw nis, which are clean, 
wel! lighted and well furnished, 
it has a 
large parlor, is lighted with gas and has 
hot and cold water bath-rooms. The din­ 
ing-room is large, airy and light.

Ih e city has a good system of water 
works, front which clear water is carried 
into a!! buildings through six and eight- 
inch m ains, with a natural pressure of KK) 
feet.

TH E SCHOOLS 
Of Oroville are especially good. The build­ 
ing is a large, firm, brick structure. The 
number of school children Í3 320, and the 
number on the school rolls :* 388. 
The 
percentage ot daily altendance is 95. 
This 
is a good tbow ing for the schools and tiie 
interest taken in education. 
There are 
good district schools in every portion of 
this great basin.

The County infirmary is built on a bluff 
overlooking the city, and is a hai.dmnte 
building surrounded by capacious and 
beautiful gronnds. 
Almost all the fraternal societies of the 
coast are represented in Oroville, and the 
different Orders are in a flourishing condi­ 
tion. 
Tiie Bar of Oroville is an able one, 
and w ill compare in {mint o f ability with 
that of much 
larger places. 
There are 
two newspapers, one daily and weekly, 
the Mercury, and one weekly, the AVo.Gie,! 
These are ably edited, and to the 
ihe 
Feather river boom owes much of Mte 
and prosperity it now enjoys.

M ex ico , May 19,188". 
Everybody remembers Lieutenant F lip­ 
- per, whose name figured so extensively in 
the newspapers a few years ago—the y¿iuag 
colored graduate of West Point, wbo was 
discharged from the service as much on ac­ 
count of stain in his blood and persecutions 
arising therefrom, as for alleged tuaí.feas- 
ance in oflioe. 
W ell, his ronianoe is no 
longer that of “ a poor young nistn," for 
the prospects ere that he is about to become 
the richest necro in the world. 
A t West Point they used tosaylifcnt little 
Flipper was given toall manner®! * Hops,” 
and his latest master-piece ie that line 
has been so bewildering a suosess that he 
w ill siteedily find him self a m illionaire 
many tim es told, able to buy and sell in a 
lump the whole circle of his former perse­ 
cutors. 
For som e tim e he has been in the 
employ o f a syndicate of Chicago capital­ 
ists and army officers, engaged in search­ 
ing for the lost m ines o f Northern Mexico 
—the traditional " golden seven " of the 
cowptix'.adu-'x. Flipper’s party claim to have 
discovered two of these long disused m ines— 
the famous Guaynepe and Eaycina. which 
formed no small part of the . El Dorado of 
the conquerors, and which still contain in­ 
exhaustible supplies of precious metal. 
The report is said to have been confirmed 
beyond question, and L ieutenant Flipper is 
now in Chicago preparing to enjoy the 
fruits of his quest. 
Imagine the swell he 
will cut, the dinmonds he will sport, and 
the brunette beauties who will "vie with 
one another for his distinguished atten­ 
tions.' 
No doubt this "American citizen 
of African descent' will make as good use 
o f his wealth as most young men who 
come by it suddenly, and certainly his en 
terprise in ferreting out the lost treasures 
deserves its full reward. 
The discovery 
ottens anew a most interesting subject— 
that of 
“ t e e s e v e n o j x b b n c i t i e s ' ’ 
Of the Mexicans, whose fabulous wealth, 
like the legend of the Golden Fleecé, lured 
the soldiers of Cortez to fresh explorations 
and adventure. 
W hen the Spaniards first 
Hung open the door of the New World, 
they were actuated sim ply by love of ad­ 
venture. Twenty years later a' lust for gold 
and fame fired J’izarro and Cortez to still 
more daring deeds, and the so-called "Holy- 
War " o f religious crusading that ensued 
was merely a pretext for conquest. 
After subjugating Mexico, Cortez re­ 
turned to Spain to receive the honors 
heaped upon him, leaving Viceroy Guzman 
in charge of the conquered empire. 
The 
trouble with Guzman—who wasted Cortez’ 
wealth and abused his friends—was that 
his greed had been stirred by the marvel­ 
ous tales of an Indian servant, who told of 
Golden Cities to the northward, in a terri­ 
tory yet unvisited by any European. 
It 
was a fable worthy of Queen Scbeherezade, 
but this Mexican Caliph believed it, and 
almost died under the mental strain of 
trying to devise som e way whereby he 
m ight discover these golden glories and ap­ 
propriate all their treasures to him self 
without letting any other Spaniard into the 
secret. 
The Indian avowed that he remembered 
going with bis parents, when a boy, to 
barter with those people ot the north. 
In 
their towns he saw temples who-e walls 
were of solid gold, and enormous houses, 
covered with plates of burnished gold, 
w hile workers in gold tilled all the streets, 
the commonest utensils were made of pur­ 
est gold and silver, and everybody wore or­ 
naments blazing 
with 
precious stones. 
These Seven Cities—so said the native—lay 
only thirty days’ journey across the desens, 
northward from the City of Mexico. 
Finally Guzman abandoned his trust, 
and (in March of 1531)- witli a following of 
4tX) Spanish soldiers and about 20,00t) In­ 
dians, set out, determined to conquer those 
rich tribes or' perish in the attempt. 
He 
made his way northward nearly a thousand 
m iles, meeting only stupendous sierras and 
stretches of burning sand, w hile the ignis 
f a t an-- ol' his dreams appeared as far away 
as ever. 
At length his provisions were ex­ 
hausted, his soldiers mutinous, and he was 
forced to temporarily abandon the expedi­ 
tion. 
Not daring to return to M exico City, 
he settled in Jalisco—by no means giving 
up his project, but brooding upon it by 
ntght and day, till his final quietus camero 
the guise of an assassin’s dagger. 
Hut the yarns continually spun by the 
m ale Scbeherezade found othei jlisteners as 
eager to believe. The next explorer was 


N I/.EE, THE FRANCISCAN MONK. 
W ho started northward, with his Missal in 
one hand and sword in the other, avowing 
that lie relied solely upon supernatural 
guidance, and wanted the treasures only 
tor the Lord s sake. H e pressed on and on, 
through Iouely mountain passes and ove­ 
rnight deserts; and finally returning, re­ 
ported to Antonio de Mendoza, Conde de 
Tendille (who was vice-king of Mexico 
from 15,-' to 1550), that he had found a 
Golden City, which must unquestionably 
be one of tinise described by the Indian. ' 
I tut Nriar 1- :zer was more ot a romancer 
than his priestly character warranted. The 
real truth was that he penetrated as far as 
the borders of Sonora, where he found a 
recently established m onastery; and there 
he tarried to refresh him self among the 
saintly brethren, sending forward a negro 
named Stephen, with 300 Indians, to look 
ii[' <l‘e Golden Cities. 
From frequent ques­ 
tions asked by these explorers, the natives 
all along the route soon divined their m is­ 
sion, and perpetrated upon them what in 
these days would be called a practical joke 
—inventing wild talesof magnificence with 
which to satisfy and get rid of the dreaded 
strangers, but always locating the golden 
goal a little further ahead. 
By and by Stephen sent a messenger 
hack to Nizer, with fabulous reports of im ­ 
mensely rich cities on a plain bovond the 
m ountains; and though no white men hail 
yet seen those cities, the story was fully be­ 
lieved, since it met the fancies of the ad­ 
venturers. 
Thereupon Nizcr girded up his 
loins and went forward a little vvav. find­ 
ing the country and the inhabitants richer 
as he proceeded. 
At the edge of the first 
desert he halted, and there receiving more 
good news from Stephen, resolved to wait 
tor further developm ents. 
The negro and his band—who always 
sent a native running ahead, with a gourd 
Jan'asticaily decorated with feathers and 
bells, mounted on a stick, intended as a 
sym bol of .peace—at last arrived at the 
gates of a town. 
But the Caciuue thereof 
refused to he placated by the fantastic 
gourd, and would not allow the-strangers 
to enter. 
W hen the latter becunie im ­ 
portunate, the natives sallied out and killed 
Stephen and all hisband, except three, who 
managed to escape. 
One of these reported 
50 Father Nizer, but the priest would not 
believe him , and went forward him self. 
Finally, Nizcr climbed a mountain, from 
whose summit he beheld in the plain be­ 
yond a great city, with Hat-roofed houses 
and many inhabitants. 
So, in the easy 
way of the good Catholics of those days, lie

Bv merely setting up a cross, aod declar­ 
ing it to be the jo ist property of the Lord 
and himself. 
W hile the simple hearted people in the 
valley town went about their usual busi­ 
ness. whatever it may have been, in hapnv 
iguorance that they now belonged ta Spain 
and had been consecrated to a new religion 
Nizer hastened bk.-k to Central Mexico! 
and told as astonishing tales o f advesiture 
as later travelers are ¿troné to in runt. 
Everybody believed him , 
Don Coronado, 
Cun Governor of Jalisoo. took him xd 
\ iecroy Mendoza, and the;'- his ''thousand 
a t 1 one stories" increased in m inuteness 
of detail. 
Mendoza, thoroughly convinced, 
invested half a m illion dollars in tilting 
out,, our hundred Spanish soldiers to go and 
cinta the Cities of Gold. 
Eat y in the year 1541 the e*¿>eáition so' 
on, with Coronada him self ic com mand, 
with great pomp and cere mu:; v, amid 
solemn masses and a perfect furor of ex- 
eitemeu.. 
Padre Nizer was o f the partv. 
playing 
is 
Scheherezade part to weli 
l??°D Coronado could no longer pos- 
r 
his sifc.1 in patience, but took a trusty 
leu of his best men and pressed ahead iit 
r p 
£ lm h ’ leaving the main armv to 
follow. For u any days they toiled through 
the hum tug duierts and silent Sierras, and 
at last reached the very town which kizer 
had seen from the mountaiu top. 
But 
alas, distance h U indeed lent enchant­ 
m ent to tbg view, sad it proved to be such 
a miserable place, c « u pared to their vivid 
im aginings, that the ioldiers could hardly 
be restrained from tearing the monk in 
pieces. 
Coronado, however, seiit him hack to 
bring on the men left in the rear, and bv 
dint of bard fighting they succeeded in sub­ 
duing severe ’'(ties in that section, 
The 


natives thereabouts possessed 
extensive 
lauds, well cultivated, and considerable 
gold and silver from rick mines near by, 
all of which Coronado appropriated in the 
name of God and King Carlos. 
But his 
brightest hopes were never realized, as no 
Golden'Cities bail yet come to light. 
Then 
began 
the 
terrible 
oppression of the 
Pueblos, which has blackened the pages of 
Spanish history, a series of cruelties so 
atrocious that the hitherto peaceful people 
forsook their former homes and fled to the 
mountains. 
About this tim e a fresh excitem ent arose 
from the tales of another wandering In­ 
dian, who spoke rapturously of the won­ 
derful riches of 


FAR-AWAY FLORIDA, 
And declared that the natives of that 
country lived in greatest luxury. This was 
enough to fan the smoldering gold fever to 
a burning fever, and Coronado and his fol­ 
lowers rushed to the new El Dorado. They 
journeyed northward for.y days till they 
reached the Arizona river : and still disap­ 
pointed. penetrated farther and farther till 
they came to the country now comprised 
in the States of Kansas and Nebraska. 
They fouud a beautiful region and pro­ 
visions in plenty, but in all that toilsome 
expedition had discovered no nearer ap­ 
proach to gold than the copper breast-plate 
on the breast of an Indiatu sachent. 
All 
the same, however, Coronado took posses­ 
sion of the country in the nam e of the 
King o f Spain and then returned to M ex­ 
ico. 
It is an interesting fact that a captive 
Indian woman who escaped from this band 
was picked up a few days later by Ferdi­ 
nand De Soto, thus proving that the two 
adventurers were not far apart. 
Had they 
chanced to meet doubtless they would have 
continued together, and the whole region 
would have gone into Spanish hands. 
But now Coronado began to weary and 
longed for his wife and children, and de­ 
spite the opposition o f the soldiers, he 
inarched them back to the City of Mexico. 
There he received but a cold welcome, and 
because he had failed to find the Golden 
Cities his province was taken from him , 
and he died soon afterwards in obscurity. 
The monks who w ait North with Coronado 
refused to return with him , but remained 
among the Indians as missionaries. They 
were murdered in a short time, as were also 
a number of Franciscan monks who later 
went up that way. 
The disappearance of 
these priests «led to the expedition of Es­ 
pigo, w ho was sent to look them up; hut 
he was glad to beat a hasty retreat, and 
thus the warlike tribes of the North saved 
the future 
United States (rom 
greater 
trouble with the Spaniards. 
Though tlie-Mexican Indians used every 
effort to keep secret the whereabouts of 
this ancestral treasure, in course o f years 
many gold and silver mines of great rich­ 
ness were found. 
The instant a mine was 
discovered the Spaniards—in whcse hands 
the cross became always a symbol of wrath 
and cruelty—developed great solicitude for 
the souls of the neighboring natives and 
proceeded to "christianize” them after 
their own peculiar fashion. 
Nut only were 
the enslaved Indians compelled to unre­ 
quitted 
toil, 
but 
were 
so 
grievously 
whipped, burned, set upon by dogs and 
otherwise so grievously maltreated that 
five times between the year# 1040 and 1680 
they planned to exterminate the hated 
Spaniards. 
Each tim e their plans were 
lrustrated and their condition rendered 
worse, if possible, than before; until in 
1680, when, goaded to frenzy, the Indians 
arose in 
A GRAND REVOLT 
And succeeded in driving their conquerors 
out of that portion of Mexico. Then, tear­ 
ful of a return of the foe, they carefully 
destroyed every vestige of their former 
settlements, closed the entrance to the 
m ines and abandoned the neighborhood. 
And to this day—unless Lieutenant Flip­ 
per has found it—nobody can tell exactly 
the location of that once-famous El Dorado. 
W hether the Seven Golden Cities of an­ 
tiquity were myth or reality, the prospects 
for substantial 
prosperity 
in northern 
Mexico were never so bright as now. 
In­ 
stead of fabulous walls of burnished gold 
studded with precious stones, there will be 
miles of golden grain, starred with blos­ 
som ing fruit-trees nnd interspersed with 
vegetable fields ; w hile cattle on a thousand 
hills, homes of industry, the whirr of ma­ 
chinery and hum o f busy towns give lile 
to the once-silent deserts. 
W ithin the last two years m illions of 
acres of the best land in all Montezuma’s 
country has passed into the hands of Amer­ 
itan syndicates—a sufficient guarantee that 
they will not he long left in idleness. 
Be­ 
sides the Chicago company, with which 
Flipper is so conspicuously identified, a 
syndicate of Connecticut m illionaires has 
purchased 500,000 acres in Sonora and Chi­ 
huahua for grazing and agricultural pur­ 
poses. 
Included in the five m illion acres 
owned by the Chicago company—which 
lies in the States o f Coahnila, Chihuahua 
and Durango—is more than a m illion acres 
of the finest cotton land in the world. 
It 
is the celebrated Laguna district, which is 
annually overflowed like the N ile region. 
It is traversed by the Mexican Central and 
International railroads, and is of easy 
access to all the Mexican seaports, New 
York, San Francisco, etc. 
In the western 
portion of Chihuahua, adjoining the older 


MORMON COLONY, 
A number of Utahans, disgusted by the 
state o f tilings brought abort by the Fed­ 
eral Government at home, have lately 
bought 235,000 acres oí magnificent agri­ 
cultural land. 
It does not require the eyes 
of a prophet to guess what these dis­ 
gruntled saints propose doing in their new 
domain. 
Nor must the Yankee socialistic colony 
on the Sinaloa coast be forgotten. 
On the 
immense tract ceded to them by the M exi­ 
can Government, the first crops are now 
thriftily growing, and substantial buildings 
are rapidly going up. Several hundred 
Americans have rente to .--tan in their " city 
by the sea,” while hundreds more are only 
waiting permission from the leader, Col. 
A. K. Owen, to transfer their household 
goods to the land of promise. 
Some startling stories have been widely 
circulated in the United States concerning 
this colony—of sickness, > naiad ie da pa;/.-, 
starvation and disappointment. That most 
of these tales are entirely untrue, invented 
by a few “ black sheep ” of the fold—who 
thought to find a paradise ready prepared, 
and wete disgusted when it came to work­ 
ing for a living—we have positive proof. 
The nearly five hundred colonists now on 
the ground are as happy and enthusiastic 
as ever; 
and, so far from “ scratching 
around trying to get m oney enough to come 
¡jome w ith"—as some newspapers have 
lately affirmed—the truth is that all de­ 
clare themselves charmed with the actual 
life in their new homes, and have no dis­ 
position to return to the United States. 
However, your correspondent w ill soon 
visit the spot, and we will investigate the 
Topolobampo plan for ourselves. 
One of the strangest things in connection 
with the recent earthquake shocks in Ari­ 
zona and Northern M exico was the restor­ 
ing of copious supplies o f water to river 
beds which have been dry as dust since the 
memory of man. 
In many portions of 
the shaken country were what is called 
" dry streams,” meaning empty gulches, 
which suddenly became raging torrents 
during the rainy season. Sometimes in a 
single night these treacherous barrancas are 
transformed from arid crevasses into ugly 
cataracts ; 
and railroad 
bridges, under 
which not a drop of water had been seen 
for monthe, have been swept away between 
the passage of two trains. 
Since these beds were once running 
streams, which were turned dry, perhaps 
ages ago, by some seism ic di-turbanre. it is 
generally believed that, as they have now 
been refilled by the same agency, they may 
remain “ living ” streams. 
In that case, 
terrible as the recent earthquake was, it 
will prove an invaluable blessing, since the 
many gulches mow filled with pure, cold 
water (which were dry as powder au hour 
before the shaken-up) will

In to excellent pasturage. 
The Navajo In­ 
dians. who own im m ense herds of horses, 
sheep and cattle, wece the greatest sufferers. 
•Being in ten sly superstitious, they were 
frightened com pletely out of their scanty 
stock; of wits. 
At the first shock they 
threw them selves fiat on the ground, and 
afterwards huddled like sheep in their 
uiisei.-¿ile jacal.*, refusing to come out tili 
alm ost dead with hunger. 
Thousands of sheep and a itle perished. 
It is related that in one pisoe a very large 
Hack were grazing on a high plateau, at the 
edge o f a precipice whose sheer sides drop 
down 200 iset. 
A t the first .convulsion of 
nature the rerror-stricken sheep dashed 
wildly over 
and an eyc-witnses asserts 
that the rock* below, for nearly half a 
ntile, were strewn with fresh mutton three 
feet deep ' 
Hotses, becoming utterly de­ 
moralized. aiamptxled for the mountains 
and probably hundreds of them will never 
be recovered. 
In the Santa Catalina valley tie- earth 
suddenly yawned, opening crevices several 
feet wide, into which the frightened ani­ 
mals plunged. 
In som e instances the sec­ 
ond shock partially closed these cracks, 
crushing the miserable beast* like lem ons 
in a giant "squeezer.” 
A ranchman asserts 
that in one crack he counted iht> carcasses 
of forty cattle, the feet and heads 'ticking 
out in place*, like dead soldiers Hastily 
buried in s irepcb after battle.

BROOKLYN'S BOSS. 


POINTS ABOUT THE LIIE OF AN 


AMERICAN POTENTATE.

In a side street in Brooklyn isa furniture 
auction house, just such a one as you see 
scores oí there and in this city in appear­ 
ance. and yet the more j ou see and hear of 
it the more extraordinary it becomes. 
If 
you were to watch it for a day you would 
marvel at the size and nature of the callers 
there. 
In the stream of visitors you would 
see now a Judge, now a dozen prosperous, 
polished, black-mustached politicians and 
then a famous city official. 
Then more 
politicians, singly or in pairs, would come, 
followed by a Government official, another 
city officer, a fam ilial face from the New 
York C ustom -house; perhaps a State offi­ 
cial or som e one holding a place ol power 
in W ashington. 
The nanteover thedooris 
“ Kerrigan," so that would afford you no 
light upon the uncom m on scene. 
Go in 
past the articles of furniture and you would 
see that every one of these callers had 
come to see a tall, broad-shouldered man, 
who is seated in a chair and greeting them 
and listening to them, each in turn. 
Is he 
Kerrigan! 
N o; nor is he in the auction 
business. 
H e is an American potentate. H e is that 
triumph o f our liberties and our free­ 
dom, a political boss. 
H e is "Boss” Hugh 
McLaughlin—at present the iuost powerful 
one in this country, and for twenty years 
the ruler of Brooklyn and the country sur­ 
rounding it. 
The conditions he represents 
are interesting, but he emphasizes that in­ 
terest. 
The study of a life and work of a 
boss is a curious one, hut the study of his 
is most peculiar. 
Boss M cLaughlin was 
one of a breed of boys with a good mother 
and a good sister, the father having died 
when they were young. 
They used to 
workaround at whatever they "could find 
to do, and all tossed their earnings in tlieir 
mothers’s lap, and went to her for every 
dim e they needed for tobacco or recreation. 
W hen they were grown-up lads at man­ 
hoods threshhold they kept this up. Hugh 
made m any friends, and finally got a place 
in the navy-yard. where he rose to be fore­ 
man of a gang. 
There and then he got his 
title o f "Boss.” 
No, in this word and this use o f it lies an 
inscrutable mystery. 
It is the very essence 
of the thing we Americans are united to 
abolish from the earth. 
Absolutely every 
one calls Boss McLaughlin "Boss,” nut to 
his face though. 
That is reserved (curi­ 
ously) for those who know him b est; the 
highest and most influential men in poli­ 
tics in his party in the country and in the 
State. 
A reporter once asked him it lie 
was not the boss, and he sa id ; "No one has 
a right to call me so.” 
The reporter tried again. "W ell, then. 
Mr. McLaughlin." 
"No,” said he, "I’m M cl-aughlin.” 
H e carried his ruen with him in the 
navy-yard like a solid phalanx and became 
a power in politics. That was in the war 


in or out of clerkship*. 
N o ; he got be- 
vond that so long ago no one knows 
when it was. 
N o; he sim ply interests 
him self in the larger matters of political 
and official routine and policy. 
H e confers 
with the head of the party and govern­ 
ment, and, withall, he bears him self so 
m odestly that they are left to judge what 
he wants. 
H e gives no orders. 
lie holds 
his lieutenants absolutely responsible in 
their districts, and failure or disappoint­ 
ment means decapitation. Just so with 
the officials. 
Scandal means retirement. 
Ability demonstrated means advancement. 
H e says of him self that he is a friend to 
the party first, and that good polities is 
all he strives for. 
He reasons by intuition, like a woman, 
lie reads newspapers very little—in fact, 
lie usually asks to have read to him what­ 
ever interests him . 
H e listens, and io all 
and from every side, and then, after asking 
the opinions o f all concerned, digests the 
mass and announces the edict. 
It is as if 
he were Brooklyn itself in man-form, hear­ 
ing and knowing and weighing ali there is 
about her politics and government. 
H e 
sends tor whomsoever he wants, no matter 
how high the official may be, and he sends 
by whoever happens in when he wants a 
messenger, exactly as the Sultan m ight do, 
and alt seem glad to run his errands. 
W hen you consider that there is a condi­ 
tion o f things in which this is possible, 
when you think that there is a man actu­ 
ally ruling a city o f 800,000 inhabitants 
without appointment, election or birth­ 
right, it cannot help but make you pause 
and reflect. 
Not in a newspaper article, 
though. 
It’s worth a book. 
But the Boss’ influence is very great out­ 
side of Brooklyn. The President greatly 
admires him . So does the Governor, and 
so do the party leaders. 
H e asks abso­ 
lutely nothing of them. 
H e has a right to 
consider the President in his debt, fur to 
Boss McLaughlin he owes his nomination 
in a great measure, the vole ot the State 
being determined by this Boss' district.

SPANISH 
FUNERAL CUSTOM. 


S tran ge S cen es W tl u«—ssi-il in tlie Ceuee- 
t t>ry o f S eville. 
Funerals in Spain are conducted in a 
manner which is in the highest degree 
original. 
W hen you die you are got rid of 
as soon as possible. 
The Spaniards have 
the same horror o f death surroundings as 
the Italians, but they go a great deal fur­ 
ther. 
As quickly as possible—som etimes 
within an hour—the body is placed in an 
elaborate coffin made of metal and painted 
to imitate marble. Some of these " cask­ 
ets” are smothered in gilt ornaments of a 
most elaborate character. 
All sizes are 
kept ready at tiie great funeral establish­ 
ments. 
The coffins open lengthwise. 
The 
lid is on hinges and is looked with a key. 
The poorer people are buried in wooden 
coffins covered with various designs in co l­ 
ored ribbons. 
Children’s coffins are made 
in white and blue and are decorated like 
a bonbon box. 
Collins ot this description 
are sold almost everywhere in the south. 
You see them hanging up outside the 
shops by dozens. 
I went over the premises i f erne o f the 
biggest undertaking concerns in Spain. 
It 
is a public company and is called " I,a Fu­ 
neraria." 
I never saw such magnificence 
in m y life. Som e o f the funeral cars ¡-.re 
built in the style of the great gilt mid glass 
cars which figure in a circus procession 
through a country town. The drivers and 
footmen are dressed in gorgeous liveries 
that make you blink to look at them. 
Som e of the liveries that 1 was shown »• s 


It w ill be remembered that the site of 
the prison was a couple o f side hills sloping 
gently down toward each other into a bog 
or swamp, through which ran a sluggish 
stream of water eight or ten feet wide and 
about six inches deep. 
W hen this spot 
was chosen for a prison it was quite heav­ 
ily timbered with pine trees. 
A space of 
about twenty acres in extent was cleared off 
and securely fenced in with the timber 
thus obtained, the timber beingcut twenty- 
five long and buried five feet in the ground. 
The soil was light and sandy. 
Only two 
trees were left in the entire inclosure. 
No 
place could have been more inhospitable 
and cheerless. 
The swamp, in which a 
man would sink to his waist, occupied a 
considerable portion of the field; the little 
stream was brackish and unpalatable; the 
absence of shade trees, which m ight have 
been left, made the pen alm ost like a cal­ 
dron under tire burning southern sun. 
To-day the spot presents a somewhat 
pleasanter aspect. The sidehills are now 
farmed, the sw am p is not and w ill not be 
tor years until redeemed by a more careful 
system of agriculture. After the prison was 
abandoned in April, 1865, the place grew 
up with second growth timber, hut this has 
been almost entirely cleared away, and in 
its place in the proper season are found the 
staple products o f Georgia husbandry. The 
great, towering stockade has almost entirely 
disappeared ; it is only here and there that 
a single post or a little group of posts is to 
be seen. 
These have not rutted away, but 
have been wisely split up into rails to fence 
ofi' the farm land. 
Their purpose is not 
now to keep in prisoners, but to keep out 
intruders. 
Still, though the heavy, spiked timbers 
have been removed, the three lines of 
stockade can be distinctly traced; they are 
likely to he discernible for years to come. 
The strong earthworks that the Confederate 
soldiers threw up are etill there, hard and 
firm ; and the rifle pits used by them are 
still traceable, though twenty-three jears 
have elapsed since they were dug. 
The sluggish little stream, the "Branch,” 
as the prisoners called it, still takes its way 
across what was the old inclosure, about "a 
third of the way from the southern bound­ 
ary of the stockade. 
It is to-day m uch as 
it was in the hit's. 
Its banks are iined now 
as then with rank, oozy ground, stiil mias- 
iii.t! and disagreeable, but, ol course, shorn 
of the fetid, excremental stench of war 
times. This was the general sink of the 
prison, and its stench could then be de­ 
tected a m ile and a half awav. 
Those familiar with the history ot An­ 
del— m il e will remember the little spring, 
"Providence spring" it was called, be­ 
cause it « a s a godsend to 
tlie prisoners, 
that broke forth on the 12th and 13th of 
August, 1*64,between the “ dead line" and 
the stockade, not far from the north gate. 


T h e C odtin >lotli. 
Though m ost oí our readers know about 
the codlin moth, tmd how to decrease the 
number by cleaning off the loose bark, 
wrapping hay hands around the trunk, 
and by other watchful maneuvers, the an­ 
nexed from the Hardener's Chronicle, varies 
the theme som e«’bat. and, we think, in­ 
structively to our readers : 
"The eggs o f this moth are deposited 
singly on the apex of the ovary when the 
apple is in flo«'er, or on the crown ot the 
fruit later in the season: the caterpillar is 
hatclied in a few days, and eats its way to 
the central portion of the ovary, and at 
first does not attack the covering which 
immediate protects the young seed. 
It 
prolongs its burrow until the rind of the 
fruit is pierced, forming u tortuous gallery 
by which air is admitted and excreta dis­ 
charged. The caterpillar now returns to 
the core of the fruit, pierces the covering, 
and obtains access to the seed, upon which 
it feeds until the apple fails, when it as­ 
cends the treeandenters theehrysalis state, 
which iri the earlier part ot the season is of 
short 
duration, 
the 
moth 
emerging 
to 
deposit 
its 
eggs 
as 
already 
described. 
The 
numbers, of this de­ 
structive )>est of the apple tree may be les­ 
sened considerably by stripping or cutting 
ofi' all loose hark on the stem and older 
limbs, and all moss or lichen should be 
scraiied off, so as to afford the least possible 
shelter for the caterpillar after it leaves the 
fruit, and expose it for a longer tim e to the 
attacks ot birds. The best period to destroy 
the insect is during the caterpillar stage, 
when advantage should be taken of its 
habit of clim bing the stems of the trees. 
Bands of stout paper paper live inches wide 
are attached to the stem in such a way that 
the upper margin fits tightly all round, 
wnilst the lower margin is sufficiently loose 
to allow the caterpillar to creep beneath it 
without difficulty. The insect readily takes 
possession ot the shelter attonled by the 
band, and, constructing a light web, passes 
into its dormant state. 
The hands should 
be exam ined once a week, and the cater­ 
pillars destroyed. 
All fallen fruit should 
be promptly collected and destroyed before 
the caterpillars have tim e to creep out.” 


H ow to P ru n e. 
It is. indeed, safer to prune not at all than 
to have a sharp knife in the hands of an 
ignorant man. 
Much of the indifference 
the culture of the dwarf pear has fallen into 
came about for the bad mistakes o f ignor­ 
ant primers. 
It is not at all uncommon to 
see a dwarf pear tree with all its young, vig­ 
orous growth cut away—nothing hut fruit 
spurs left. 
All the force is thus sent into 
the flowering condition in the spring. The 
trees are m ountains of snow-white bloss­ 
om s ; but lew fruit follows. 
A judicious 
thinning out of weak branches, so as to get 
a good form to the tree, is about all the 
pruning required. 
If there is a tendency 
to produce an over-production of (ruit spurs 
cut out a good portion of them. 
The apple often requires pruning when 
soinewlmt advanced in years. 
The old 
stunted branches should be cut out now and 
then, whenever a young and vigorous shoot 
is inclined to take its place. 
I’each trees 
especially love this sort of pruning. The 
grape vine, when trained on lattice-work 
or trellises, is very liable to have its strong 
branches at the end of the vine; and the 
good pruner is ever on the alert to get a 
young, strong branch up from near the 
ground. 
When he can get this he often 
takes out an older one weakened by age or

Curious, isn’t it . 
H e lias a service-roll 
longer than that of tlie King of Holland, 
and be likes to know it and to feci it, and 
in that he gets his pay. 
H e lives in a four-story brown-stone 
house on top of the hill, at the foot ol 
which he was born, for he is an American. 
He has a wife wha devotes herself to 
charity, and makes the politicians think 
more of good works and pay njore toward 
the doing of them than many ever thought 
they wouid before they knew her. 
These 
two have two maiden daughters, 18 and 16, 
and a lovely home. The Boss, after break­ 
fast each day. and after he has rubbed up 
his gun or looked over his fishing tackle, 
walks over to the auction room and sits 
down by his desk. 
H e has no lease there 
or interest in the place, or kinship with 
the ow ner; he sim ply goes there as he has 
for many ytars, and will for years, because 
it happens so. 
H e finds his letters there 
and looks them over, and answers one or 
two by the tim e the callers begin to come. 
After that you see the king. 
The courtiers 
come, the officia’s cotue, the favorites 
come, the crowds come. There is business, 
there is gossip, there is State news, there is 
com plaining. 
There he sits all day and 
listens—a tall, well-built man, erect and 
firm, with mild features and an amicable 
exfiression, twinkling blue eves, an iron- 
gray uiastache. iron-gray hair, a little thin 
on top, and iron-grav tufts of whiskers at 
each ear. 
H is head'is well poised, his pro­ 
file is strong. 
H e lip s the beam at 230. 
There he sits and listens, speaking to so 
many in ojonosyfebles that he is called rcti- 
ce.nt, whereas to his iatimates he is as free- 
spoken as a girl. 
He lik es now a chew of 
tobacco, now a cigar, but all the time 
he listens. 
He is feeling the pulse o f the 
party and weighing its b >asts. and hopes 
anil griefs and unhappy auguries or present 
irritants. 
H e has a report from each ward 
in Brooklyn every morning, from the ward 
leader or the mar. nearest to the leader, 
exactly as the Chief o f Police does from 
avery precinct. 
And mind you. not a 
thing is done in public life in Brooklyn 
without bis approval. 
K e is as ab'olutea 
power as you will find anywhere in the 
world. 
No one dares to go against him . 
H e is the incarnation of the snirit of the 
party organization, the condensed essence 
o f the local /democracy. 
Don’t leap to the conclusion that the 
boa gets "Tim ” and “ Bob ” and "Jack ”

i’Uey positively blazed j 
with gold. 
A grand first-class funeral with j 
a retinue of footmen and officials is a daz­ 
zling pageant. 
As a rule, the corpse, even when so mag­ 
nificently conducted to iis last home, is 
unattended hv any relatives. Spaniards 
finish with their dead, as a rule, when the 
church ceremony is over. 
Few corpses are 
accompanied to the cemetery, except by 
the undertaker's m en. 
But in ordinary 
cases the coffin is placed in a yellow open 
car, and driven up to the cemetery by a 
gentleman in a short jacket and peaked 
cap. 
The driver smokes his cigarette and 
cracks his whip as he hum s his favorite 
-une. 
The ridiculous always lives next 
door to the sublime. 
The grotesque and 
the horrible are first cousins. 
I will describe one that I witnessed re­ 
cently at the great cemetery at Seville. 
Four little oarefooted boys arrive at the 
cemetery gates. 
Between them they cirry 
a little blue and white coffin. They jog 
along, chatting and laughing, tip the long 
avenue of trees. 
Presently they see som e­ 
thing which attracts their attention—a bird 
in a tree. 
Down they drop the coffin by 
the roadside and off they scamper across 
the grass to the tree. 
They pick up stones 
and begin to throw at the bird. 
In the pro­ 
cess they quartcl about som ething and two 
of the hoys have a fight. 
In the meantime 
the coffin lies in the roadway. 
1 walk up 
to it, and through the glass let into the lid 1 
1 see the dead child's lace. 
It lias been 
dead perhaps twelve hours, so the features 
are unchanged, and it appears to he calm ly 
sleeping. 
Several people pass roe : no one 
takes any notice of the coffin in the road. 
One old gentleman nearly tumbles over it 
and swears. 
It is evidenriy nothing unu­ 
sual. 
Presently these ragged boys have ar­ 
ranged tht-ir little difference, return, and 
p’ck up the coffin. 
Two of them have 
iighted cigarettes. 
They carrv their bur­ 
den right across the cemetery to a little 
house, where two or three men with brass 
numbers on their caps are sm oking cigar­ 
ettes. 
Here they show a paper, and one of 
the nic-n, picking up a spade, tells the boys 
to follow him . 
Oil they* go, jogging the 
coffin now this way and now that, and I 
follow them. 
We come to a long line of brick vaults. 
Som e arc empty ; som e are filled up to the 
top with what I presume to he mold. The 
grave-digger turns over the loose earth 
with his spade and strikes a coffin here and 
there. 
It is too full. 
He moves on to an­ 
other bricked square, pushes his spade in, 
and says there is jnst room. 
H e digs a 
little hole and iaya the coffin flush with 
the top o f the brick work. Then he throws 
a few spadefuls of earth from a tunund 
close by, and the ceremony is over. 
There 
are thousands of these brick squares in the 
cemetery, and each contains a score of 
coffins. 
There is no stone over the top, 
only the loose brown earth. 
Som eof them 
are so full that the earth has to be piled tip 
to cover the coffin, and tints the <-,.ffin -s 
actually above ground.—.SeriV/e Letter in 
l.'jtid'jii Ilefej-rs.

Previous to this tim e the prisoners got 
water from the 
" Branch,” or 
genera! 
sink. 
When this spring broke out, how­ 
ever, Captain Wirz considerately allowed 
them to sink a barre!, and conduct the 
water within the "dead line,” and here the 
prisoners wouid stand in line by the hun­ 
dreds, awai'ing their turn to get a drink of 
fresii water. 
It was the one great blessing 
of the pen, ami it has never ceased to flow. 
Its waters bubble forth to-day as fresit and 
sparkling as in those tim es of suffering. 
The appearance of the spring, of course, is 
changed. 
Twenty years of ceaseless flow­ 
ing has worked it back a iittie higher up 
the hill, since the old barrel which the 
prisoners sunk soon disappeared after the 
prison was abandoned. 
It is n o t some 
twenty feet from the perceptible outline of 
the stockade. 
For a tim e it was protected 
by a large pine stump, but it is now sur- 
rouudid l-y a neat wood curbing about two 
and a half feet high, with a semi-circular 
opening t-n the lower side, through which 
the water constantly flows. 
Before the spring broke forth the prison­ 
ers endeavored to find fresh water by sink­ 
ing wells in the hillsides, hut to no avail. 
Many such excavations were made, some 
o f them forty or fifty feet deep. Severn! of 
these are still to he seen, almost as pwfer-t 
as when tiie prisoners dug them. They are 
all dry. since whatever water runs into 
them from the surface is rapidly absorbed 
by the sandy soil. 
They are a constant 
sonrce of danger, yet the careless hus­ 
bandry of the South does not til! them up. 
Of course, the “ dead line,” a low fence 
eighteen feet from the stockade, made by 
nailing a four-inch strip of board on low 
posts about twenty feet apart, has wholly 
disappeared. Not the slightest trace is left 
o f ir, since it was lightiy constructed. 
Though more than twenty years have 
passed, the burrows or dugouts of the 
prisoners are stiil discernible. 
It is strange 
what grotesque humor will crop out in the 
m idst of suffering. 
It seems as though 
there is a law by which hum or asserts it­ 
self as a protest against despair from the 
very depths o f a suffering heart. 
These 
dugouts—mere k en n els-w ere the boys’ 
" brownstone fronts.” 
Tiie hillsides, es­ 
pecially ou the north siope, are in places 
deeply corrugated. Great washouts are to 
be seen where the prisonets' burrows have 
caved in. 
It will take a long tim e for the 
influences of weather and shiftless farming 
to obliterate them. 
IL re and there, also, is to he seen a nar­ 
row, long depression in the ground leading 
toward the stockade. 
These are caused by 
the foiling in of the earth over the prison­ 
ers’ tunnels, which were excavated with a 
view to escape. 
And escape some 350 of 
the men did. Periodically the Confederates 
would drive a heavily-loaded wagon over 
the spice between the stockade and the 
dead-line, with" a view to breaking in the 
soil and discovering the tunnels. 
Besides 
this, they probed the ground with sharp 
spikes for the same purpose. 
These little 
lines of indenture there are eloquent with 
the hopes and. tfforts that too often were 
unavailing. 
Relics of prison life are constantly being 
exhum ed—bits of pota and kettles, knives, 
spo ds. canteen covers, and the like. These 
are m ostly found on the sandy- slopes of 
the h ills, since the soil o f the marsh has 
scat cely been disturbed. 
Upon the whole, 
the place has the air of a peaceful rural 
district. 
One would readily see that it had 
been the scene of war operations. But 
tfrere is nothing to suggest the horrors of 
th'rieen months' c f prison experience, ex­ 
cept to one who can rightly read and inter- 


bearing and replaces it with youth and 
vigor. 
The rule in pruning grapevines is to 
shorten the shoots in proportion to their 
strength: but 
if tiie advice given Jin 
former summer hints has been attended to 
there will be iittie disproportion in this 
matter, as summer pincniDg o f the strong 
shoots has equalized the strength of the 
vine. Those who are following any partic­ 
ular system will, of course, prune accord­ 
ing to the rules comprising such system. 
As a general rule we can only say- that ex­ 
cellent grapes can be had by any system of 
pruning; for the only object of pruning in 
any case is to get strong shoots to push 
where they may he desired, or to add to 
increased vigor of the shoot, which pruning 
supposes.will follow the act, increased size 
in the fruit it bears. 
Blackberries, raspberries and currants are 
also much assisted by having the weaker 
canes thitn <• i out. and those ¡eft shortened 
a fourth nr fifth of their length.—Carden- 
err Monthly.

Then he called 
for an escort oi twenty men, and, directing 
his stall’ to stem the torrent as well as they 
could, he set oil’ him self for the battlefield. 
H e rode straight into the throng of fugi­ 
tives, in a splendid passion of wrath and 
determination, spurring 
his 
horse and 
swinging his hat as he passed, and calling 
to the men : "Face the other way, boys ! 
Face the other way ! ” 
Hundreds turned at the appeal, and fol­ 
lowed him with cheers, for they all knew 
Sheridan. 
It was 10 o’clock when he readied the 
field. 
There he rode about hurriedly, 
glanced at the position, and at once de­ 
termined on his course. 
He rearranged the 
lines of those who were still unbeaten, and 
then went back to bring up the panic- 
stricken remainder. And now his presence 
and personal influence told. H e was in the 
full uniform of a Major-General, mounted 
on a magnificent black horse, man and 
beast covered with dust and flecked with 
foam ; he rose again in his stirrups, hedrew 
his sword, he waved his hat and shouted to 
his soldiers: " It I had been here, this 
never would have happened. 
Face the 
other way, boys ! 
We are going back !”

C o n c ern in g D om estic; E q u ip m e n ts T e n d ­ 
ing to M ake D o m e A ttra c tiv e . 
Every number of the Decorator and Fur­ 
nisher contains hints and suggestions that 
are most valuable in both the ¡csthetical 
and practical departments of the home. 
The rage for the old fashioned, that can 
scarcely claim the antique, is a recognized 
condition of the feminine 
tnind. This 
magazine has the following suggestions for 
floor coverings: 
‘ The passion for old-tim e things has 
brought into fashion tlie home-made rag 
carpet, but there are more artistic ways of 
having it woven than the everlasting stripe. 
A handsome carpet is a solid center-piece 
of maroon. 
The warp should be colored 
the sam e shade as tlie rags, and all may be 
colored at home, if desirable for economy 
sake, with diamond d y e s; and to utilize 
both light and dark rags, a very handsome 
border is made ot shaded red and orange 
woven in the old-fashioned stripe. 
A n­ 
other styie is to have a very heavy warp 
used, twice as thick as for ordinary carpet; 
color it several desired shades. 
This pro­ 
duces a very pretty checked carpet, weav­ 
ing in the rags in stripes.’’ 
There is Scarcely a town in which tlie 
loom and a competent weaver cannot be 
found, the fashion of siik rug curtains hav­ 
ing revived that industry. 
Matting is a delightful covering for the 
floor in summer. 
It wii! not always lie 
perfectly smooth on the floor. The follow­ 
ing is oirc:ed as a remedy for the bulging : 
“ If any portion of tlie matting stretches 
and raises in blisters after it is once firmly 
down, the place should be made quite wet, 
and allowed to dry. The best way to do 
this is to wet a flannel cloth in very hot 
water, and, while slightly dripping, spread 
over the spot, letting it remain until the 
rushes and threads are thoroughly wet. 
W hen it is partly dry. lay a sheet folded 
four square over the place, and put the lap- 
board, or any smooth board, over the cloth. 
If the room is not needed, it is well to place 
a weight on the board, and allow it to re­ 
main over night. 
This will, in most cases, 
render the matting perfectly smooth, 
it 
shrinks the warp, and draws the rushes 
down into place. 
Matting may be cleaned 
with a cloth wet in salt water, or clear 
Water only. 
It is said that soap turns it 
yellow, and som e housekeepers use weak 
soda water expressly for this purpose. The 
rushes will turn to a clear, pale vellow, 
which is often very pretty. 
An old bed­ 
room matting was recently made to look 
very pretty by tearing inch-wide strips of 
blue-and-wliite ticking lengthwise, folding 
them, with the raw edges under, and tack­ 
ing them, about four inches apart, over the 
entire floor. 
This was done with sm all 
matting-tacks. 
The effect was very pretty. 
The room was hung with blue and white, 
and was voted the prettiest in the entire 
cottage.” 
The poet says : “ In the spring the young 
m an’s fancy lightly turns to thoughts of 
love." 
But the housekeeper’s fancy does 
not. 
Instead, it turns to thoughts o f how 
to clean, settle, decorate and renovate the 
hom e and its belongings, and to this she is 
moved by the same sentim ents that sway 
the young man’s thoughts; but, alas ! she 
is not swayed to think "lightly.” 
T w ould 
he well if she were. 
If there is one pleas­ 
ure that thrills a true housewife more than 
another, it is to be ahle tc make the old 
appear new. when “old" mea. s “shabby,” 
or to make a cheap article app ear exnen- 
sive. The cheap table now found in all'our 
furniture stores, or tables that are marred, 
can be made to appear new by varnishing 
and covering. 
Table cloths are not always 
desirable, and clot!» or plush can be fast­ 
ened by the following m ethod on to a 
wooden surface: 
“ Make a m ixture of twb and a quarter 
pounds of whest flour, two tablespoonfuls 
of powdered resiu, an<1 two tablespoonful3 
of powdered alum ; rub the mixture, in a 
suitable vessel, with water, to a uniform, 
smooth paste; transfer this to a small ket­ 
tle over a fire, and stir until the paste is 
perfectly homogeneous—without 
lumps. 
As soon as the mas3 has become so stiff 
that the stirrer remains upright in it, trans­ 
fer it to another vessel, and cover it up, so 
that no skin may form on its surface. 
The 
paste is applied, in a very thin layer, to the 
surface of the tab le: the cloth, etc.. is then 
laid and pressed upon it, Had smoothc i 
w ith a reller. 
The ends s.re cut after dry 


ing. 
If leather is to be fastened on, this 
must first he wet. 
The paste is then ap­ 
plied, and the leather rubbed smooth with 
a cloth.” 
• 
The same process can be used in apply­ 
ing cloth decorations to the panels of doors.

A R e c e p ta c le to r T h irty -S ix T h o u sa n d 
G a llo n s o f W ine. 
Says a Toledo letter to the New York 
Time.": 
V.’ho has not heard of the H eidel­ 
berg tun ? 
Posterity may never know the 
extent oi the vast army of Germans, and 
ot continental people generailv. who, in 
quaffing their modest gallons, after the ab­ 
stem ious fashion ot som e foreign nations, 
have slow ly but none the less surely lost 
their grip upon the reasoning faculties, and 
died in misery, on account of their ina­ 
bility to accurately determine the number 
oi gulps contained in the Heidelberg tun. 
Some one—possibly a Knight of Labor 
who liasn t been a resident long enough to 
possess the elective franchise, and whose 
taste runs to whisky—raav inquire how the 
capacity of the Heidelberg tun in gulps 
should be so difficult of solution. 
Su ch a 
person must, of course, be aware that the 
said tun had a capacity of fifty thousand 
gallons, more or less. 
Had it contained 
exactly fifty thousand gallons the joy of 
the exultant German would have been 
boundless. 
It was the “ more or less ” that 
staggered him and sent so m any to grass 
in a premature way. 
No such fate awaits the man who looks 
nnon and asks questions about the Toledo 
tun. 
The latter was not built in the six ­ 
teenth century like its predecessor, and its 
constructors took good care to find ont ex­ 
actly how much liquid it would hold be­ 
fore a curious public was turned loose 
upon it. 
Everybody in Toledo has seen the 
Toledo tun. No visitor is allowed to escape 
without looking at it. 
And it is situated 
at such a distance from the various raih 
road stations that no visitor whose time is 
not ample—to say nothing about hi- ca­ 
pacity—ever forgets the visit or his more 
or less desperate exertions to catch his 
train. 
The Heidelberg tun is the most ancient 
ot course; it was built in the sixteenth 
century. 
But at that period, as Mr. Trow­ 
bridge very pertinently remarks, there was 
no necessity for anything of the sort at To­ 
ledo. 
And the visitor insensibly feels that 
if such a necessity had existed Toledo 
would have been heard from. 
Besides, 
although the Heidelberg tun holds over 
fifty thousand gallons, more or less, and is 
covered with carvings oi a curious and 
ingenious character, it is not properly a 
tun: it does not possess tlie glorious pro­ 
portions of tlie Toledo tun, which is ex­ 
actly the counterpart, except in size, of 
a perfectly constructed cask. 
Then, again, 
the Heidelberg tun has not been full for 
over two hundred years, whereas the To­ 
ledo tun is always full, and has been since 
the beginning of the present year. 
When 
the statement is made that' the Toledo 
tun is always full the workmen em ployed 
by Mr. Lenk look at it with sorrowful 
gaze and compare its condition with their 
own. 
The Toledo tun has an unbroken 
record. 
It celebrated New Year’s Day in 
a condition of fullness, and has been’full 
ever since. 
W hen a Toledo man is asked 
by a Court w hy he made a beast o f him ­ 
self and wants to escape with a light sen­ 
tence by appealing to the patriotism of the 
justice he admits that he was engaged in a 
desperate attempt to emulate the exam ple 
of the Toledo tun, 
Work was begun on (he tun in 1883, but 
the solid American oak of which it was 
built was drying in a kiln for six years 
prior to that. 
Its solid oaken stave's are 
twenty-one teet long and six inches square. 
In the rough six of them formed a loan! for 
a two-horse team. 
W ith the utmost nicety 
they were put in place, until as a whole 
they measured over sixty feet in circum­ 
ference. 
Through the center of the tun, 
where it curves outward in a huge swell, it 
measures twenty-one feet, 
It contains 36,­ 
000 gallons of dry wine. 
To withstand the 
enormous pressure of this bulk three iron 
rods are carried from end to end, where 
they are riveted in oaken beams of great 
size and strength. The hoops are of iron. 
There are fourteen of them and they weigh 
three tons. 
Each hoop is six inches broad 
and nbout u third of an inch in thickness. 
They are well groomed hoops and shine as 
if iu constant contact with an emery-wheel. 
But everything about the great tub betokens 
the great care that is taken of it. Its oaken 
surface is ¡Kilished to such a degree that 
the sun loves to creep in through the 
prison-like windows and dance upon its 
shining bulk. 
The huge brass spigot glit­ 
ters like gold fresh from the coiner’s hand. 
The oaken platform that faces the tremen­ 
dous head, and the oaken stairway that 
winds around tlie base and enables the 
visitor to look down upon the m am ­ 
moth, glisten under frequent 
coats 
of 
vffrnish. 
A blow upon its iron-ribbed 
body makes no impression unless the 
ear be placed close to the wood; then the 
sound is like the last gasp of a thunder­ 
clap. 
Days and days were occupied in 
filling it with catawha, made from grapes 
that grow on islands in l ’ut-in bay, where 
Commodore Ferry taught John’ B ull a 
lesson som e years ago. 
And when the tun 
was full, when 36,000 gallons of wine had 
been poured into the vast interior, there 
was much 
rejoicing in tlie immediate 
vicinity, and all who witnessed the com­ 
pletion of the process felt in duty hound to 
tir-nk to the health of the Toledo tun. and 
to do so in such unstinted measure that the 
occasion is likely never to he forgotten by 
those who participated. 
How much the tun weighs I am unable 
to toll, but its contents weigh 125 tons of 
2,240 pounds each, allow ing eight pounds 
to the gallon. 
Its only rival, the H eidel­ 
berg tun, is no longer in condition to hold 
50,000 gallons, or one gallon. 
Age lias in­ 
creased its value as a curiosity, but has im ­ 
paired a usefulness that was ouly for a 
short tim e tested to its full extent. 
It has 
contained no wine for a longtim e, and was 
drank from for the lasttiiue when Emperor 
W illiam of Germany was crowned. 
On 
that occasion a cask of wine was placed in 
the ancient tun in such a position that its 
contents could be drawn through the spigot 
o f the monster cask. 
So, as it stands to­ 
day, the Toledo tun is, from a commercial 
standpoint, the largest tun in the world, 
and in support of this statement Toledo is 
w illing to bank its last dollar. 


P o p u la r A stro n o m y In N ew Y ork. 
A singular proof of popular ignorance of 
the starry heavens, as well as of popular 
curiosity concerning any uncommon celes­ 
tial phenom enon, is furnished by the cu­ 
rious notions prevailing about the planet 
Venus. 
W hen Venus began to attract gen­ 
eral attention in tlie western sky in the 
early evening som e two months ago, specu­ 
lation quickly became rife about it, particu­ 
larly cm the great Brooklyn bridge. 
As 
the planet hung dazzlingly bright over the 
New Jersey horizon, som e people appeared 
to think it was the light of Liberty s torch, 
mistaking the bronze goddess’ real flam­ 
beau for a part of the electric-light system 
of the metropolis. 
Finally (to judge from 
the letters written to the newspapers, and 
the questions asked of individuals sup­ 
posed to know som ething about the secrets 
of the sky), the conviction seems to have 
become pretty widely distributed that the 
strange light in the west was no less than 
an electrically illum inated balloon, nightly 
sent skyward by Mr. Edison, for no other 
conceivable reason than a wizardly desire 
to mystify his fellow-men. 
I have positive 
information that this ridiculous notion has 
been actually entertained by more than one 
person of intelligence. 
And it is not im ­ 
probable, that as Venus glows with increas­ 
ing splendor in the serene evenings of June, 
she will continue to he mistaken for some 
petty artificial light instead of the magnifi­ 
cent world that she is, sparkling out there 
in the sunshine like a globe of burnished 
silver.— Garrett P. Serries.in Poyndur Science 
Monthly. 


L u n a r F roh aiiilities —The weather pre­ 
dictions of the early part of the century 
were furnished by the almanacs according 
to a table “constructed on philosophical 
principles.” 
This table sim ply showed the 
weather that would follow “chauges” of 
the moon at the different hours of the day. 
The absurdity of this rubbish—in which 
there are unfortunately still m any be­ 
lievers—is evident when it is considered 
that the moon is changing continually and 
steadily, and not at quarter-monthly inter­ 
vals. 
That there is no connection what­ 
ever between the moon's phases and the 
weather has been shown in France and 
England by the most elaborate compari- 
; sons of meteorological records, in which 
j the Greenwich observations for forty years 
I were carefully collated with the m oon’s 
' phases for that period. 
The solitary ob­ 
! servabie effect of the moon upon oiir at­ 
mosphere was believed by Fir John Her­ 
' schel to be a tendency to the disappearance 
of clouds under the full moon, arid this he 
attributed to the beat radiated from its sur­ 
face. 
Theoretically tlie moon should pro­ 
duce slight tides in our atmosphere twice a 
day. and Professor Dai-.iell has been able to 
detect these tides by close baron etrical ob- 
servatitiit. 
No further influence can be 
discovered, and it m ay he taken as a set­ 
t le ! fact t'ti3t the moon no more affects car 
weather than the sun's passage qi the 
rqnatcr produces “equinoctial" st,q»n',s —.

DON’T 
W RITE 
“ RUSH.” 


Operators R esent It, anil it is a Greut 
H andicap on a M essage. 
Never write “ rush” across the face of a 
teiegram. 
If you do you w ill retard rather 
than accelerate its dispatch. «Employes of 
telegraph offices pay no more attention to 
a message with such an inscription on it 
than Fostottice men do to letters marked 
o.u the envelope, “ In haste,” “ Very im ­ 
portant ; forward as soon as possible,” 
“ Deliver im m ediately,” and with oilier 
phrases of like import. 
“ J always sm ile,” said a retired opera­ 
tor, “ when I think of the way we boys 
used to treat ‘rush’ messages in'the W est­ 
ern I nion office. 
Some blooming jay 
would come in and want a dispatch shoved 
through in a hurry. 
He would write ’rash’ 
across its face, thinking that would help it 
along. Now, the idea o f such a thing. 
Just as if everything wasn't rushed in a 
telegraph office—that is, if left to itself. 
The boys look upon anything like that al­ 
most as a personal affront. 
What is the 
consequence? Tlie receiving clerk takes 
the message, frowns a little when the 
‘rush’ comes to view, receives the money, 
says ‘all right,’ and the sender walks out 
complacently. Then the clerk picks up 
the dispatch again, looks it over siowly, 
toys with it, and sm iles. Just here two 
or three other persons come in and lie lays 
aside the ‘rnsb’ to wait on them. Finally 
lie takes up his little pile of messages, puts 
the ’rush’ at the bottom, and bands the 
batch over to the record clerk. 
W hen the 
record clerk comes to the ‘rush’ message 
he also sm iles. 
As it is the last on liis 
desk, h e plays with it for a while, practices 
penm anship on it nines the Spencerian act, 
you know), takes his tim e in recording it— 
in fact, does everything but rush it. 
From 
the desk of the record clerk the messages 
are given to the operators by the tile boy. 
H e, too, has a great antipathy for ‘rush’ 
messages. 
If all the ojierators are not at 
leisure he supplies those who are from the 
top of tlie pile and sticks the rest on a 
hook. 
If there is a ‘rush’ in the lot it al­ 
ways goes on the liook. 
The upshot of the 
whole mat er is that this precious piece of 
paper, with its im m ensely important com ­ 
munication 
which 
the sender wanted 
‘rushed,’ is about the last dispatch sent 
out.” 


E d u c a tio n fo r W o rk c r fo r C u ltu re . 
Much as we 'may talk of "education of 
the m ind” and “discipline of the faculties,” 
the education of boys and young men has 
m ainly been dominated by practical ends. 
W e are far from saying that those ends 
have always been w isely sought : we sim ­ 
ply contend that in general they have been 
recognized. 
W hen a young man has been 
destined lor the bar, (or tlie church, for the 
profession of m edicine, or for som e scien­ 
tific or literary career, there has been a 
special object in giving him as liberal a 
preliminary education 
as possible, and 
such courses of higher education as have 
heretofore been devised have had as tlieir 
main intention the fitting of men for pro­ 
fessional careers, and not the mere produc­ 
tion of a large number of finely-polished 
intellects destined for no particular func­ 
tion whate er. 
It m ay he further said 
that, in the education of men, the definite­ 
ness of the ulterior aim has been to a large 
extent the circumstance that lias rendered 
the imparting of sound education possible. 
The mind can carry what it means to make 
use of, what it expects to find serviceable, 
far better than it can what dies not point 
to any special application. 
The education 
of men has thus been given a certain cor­ 
rectness and a certain actuality from the 
fact of its bearing, or, at the very least, be­ 
ing understood to bear a distinct and 
definite relation to practical life. 
How fs it, now, as regañís the education 
of women? it is certainly true that women 
are taking to-day a much wider share in 
the work oi the world than they did even a 
generation ago. 
Many more careers are 
open to them, and their ability to assum e 
even the roost difficult professional duties 
is no longer doubted. M anifestly, then, a 
practical necessity lias arisen for placing 
within the reach of women the ltigl-est 
educational advantages, 
it can hardly, 
however, lie maintained that the somewhat 
clamorous demand that lias been made of 
late years on behali of women for such 
advantages has been m ainly inspired by 
the desire to enable women to hold their 
own in various professional walks. The 
object has rather been to produce a genera­ 
tion of gifted women, without icference to 
any special practical use to be made of 
their high accomplishments. 
“ Culture” 
for culture’s sake has been the idea, rather 
than culture for the sake of more efficient 
work.—“ Hit/her Education o f Women," in 
pnpidar Science Monthly fo r dune. 


liirtH -Cii.itoitiH in T ra n sy lv a n ia . 
By-and-by, when a few m onths have 
passed over the head of the new-married 
couple, and the young matron becomes 
aware that the prophecies pointed at bv 
the doll’s cradle and the broken distaff are 
likely to come true, she is carefully in­ 
structed as to the conduct^ she mt-st ob­ 
serve in order to insure tlie well-being of 
herself and her child. 
In the first place, she must on no account 
conceal her state, or deny it when interio- 
gated on the subject—for if she do so, her 
child w ill never learn to speak ; nor may 
she wear beads on her neck, for that would 
cause the infant to be strangled at its birth. 
Carrying peas or beans in her apron will 
produce malignant eruptions ; and sweep­ 
ing a chiiuuey w ill make the child narrow­ 
breasted. 
On no account should she be allowed to 
pull off her husband’s boots, nor to baud 
him a glowing coal to light his pipe; for 
both these actions bring misfortune. 
In 
driving to market she may not sit with her 
back to the horses, nor may she ever drink 
at the well out of a wooden bucket.

Dr. MeClynn positively declines to report at 
Rome. 
Three persons -acre killed and many injured 
by a railroad accident last night in Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The President and his party have reached 
their destination in the Adirondack Mountable.

GIVE THE DEAD A CHAKCE. 
It is discreditable toourcivilization that 
the ta.-te for sensationalism hits such 
morbid growth among American communi­ 
ties. The readiness to meanly question ; 
to entertain foul suspicion; to accept the 
charges of the vicious as truth and proofs ; 
to blacken reputation upon slightest pre­ 
text, is growing alarmingly. 
Among a large class of people a man 
will lie accorded very little more charity 
who is simply charged with malfeasanceor 
a heinous offense, no matter what the char­ 
acter of the slanderer who prefers the 
calumny, than his fellow who is positively 
known to he guilty, and stands confessedly 
infamous. 
This appears to have been the method of 
judgment applied to the character of dead 
Mrs. Hilliou, by a disgracefully large por­ 
tion of the community—and it is with a 
sense of shame that those who value char­ 
acter as precious beyond estimate are 
driven to acknowledge the humiliating 
fact. 
Here is a woman whose life for all its 
years was without reproach ; whose profes­ 
sion and practice was that of the devout 
and God fearing; who had raised a large 
family with credit to the State and honor 
to her womanhood. She dies at the hands 
of a Chinese assassin, who attempts to de­ 
fend himself by saying he had discovered 
this aged lady in questionable relation 
with a male employe of the farm, who 
threatened him with harm for his discov­ 
ery, whereiqioii the assassin, at a consider­ 
ably distant subsequent date, shoots at the 
man from ambush, and by accident, as he 
alleges, kills the woman. 
This precious fiction being given to the 
public ear by a too ready press, a host of 
people immediately assume that there is a 
basis of truth for the story, and proceed 
to express doubts of the virtue of the vic­ 
tim of the murderer, her lip- being sealed 
by death against denial. 
The story should rather have called 
forth from every man in the land hot pro­ 
test. 
That it has been received with 
something akin to eagerness to hear ill of 
the dead is. we repeat, discreditable to our 
civilization. 
The Chinese are of a race that holds 
that man and woman ran associate under 
no circumstances, outside of the domestic 
circle, without the woman suffering dis. 
credit. Such is their teaching. The lady 
who receives a visitor at her home save in 
the presence of her husband, incurs the 
suspicion of her Chinese servant that her 
conduct is immoral, and he is free to ex­ 
press it to his fellows. According to Chi­ 
nese and Japanese ethics the most ordi- 
cary call by any man upon any woman is 
an offeuse against virtue. 
In the mouth of such a witness the char­ 
acter of Mrs. Hilliou, whose voice is stilled 
against her detainer, is smirched and 
dragged in the, public dirt of street scan­ 
dal. It seems r.ot to lie enough to know 
that the wretch who as-ailed her, coached 
by his countrymen and given aid and com­ 
fort by an officious Consul, hopes by this 
dastardly assault to excuse his horrible 
crime. It seems to be lost sight of that he 
is in reason anti law presumed to have had 
a vicious motive. It appears to be ignored 
that the murderer, after slaying the mother 
and firing four shots at his victims, also 
fired thrice or oftener at her daughter, and 
then attempted to brain her with an ax. 
The fact that the wretch stultifies himself 
by declaring that the lady was a good 
woman and hi- benefactor, is dropped out 
of sight. Her reputation among the jieo- 
ple tor upright walk anti virtuous conduct 
all her life, is put aside, and eager car is 
given to the concocted story of the misera­ 
ble Chinaman who slew her. 
Hong Hi will “have a chancer’ no one, 
so far as we have heard, has even sought to 
infringe Upon his right to a trial and a 
full and patient hearing, and the law 
guarantees it to him. 
That the neighbors of his victim feel 
that his infamous charge is baser than the 
crime of murder is natural, and does credit 
to the charity, honesty and manliness of 
the people of Colusa county. To their 
everlasting credit be it said, they lost not 
a moment in -tamping the story of the 
murderer a- an infamous -lander. 
“Give the Chinaman a chance,’' of course 


let no dog he hanged without ascertaining 
his deserving, and examining every fact 
that is worthy of being accepted in his de­ 
fence. But in the name of the wives and 
mothers of the land, every one of whom isi 
exposed to like assault by murdering Chi­ 
namen, give the reputation of the dead 
woman “ a chance ” also. Give her fair 
fame the full credit of faith founded on a 
long life of upright walk, until beyond all 
question and shadow of doubt it is shown 
tiiat.she was infamous. Let men with 
wives and daughters stand in the market­ 
places and brand as unmanly, inhuman 
and bestial, even the entertainment of so 
much as a suspicion against her, upon the 
unverified chatter of the cowering wretch 
who sent her unshriven to the grave, and 
sought to beat out the brains of her child 
as a supplement to his crime. 
LARD SUBDIVISION AND 
FBOVEMENT. LOCAL IM- 


The Los Angeles Herald says the old 
complaint of large land holdings in South­ 
ern California has ceased, and all the large 
tracts havg been, or are being, subdivided. 
As an instance, it tells of -19,000 acres in 
four tracts recently sold and now in pro­ 
cess of subdivision. One 20,000-acre tract, 
which brought $500,000 has been cut up. 
and one-half of it sold oft' within a week, 
in small lots, to suit the nurses of the 
purchasers. 
The same will presently he said of the 
large tracts of unimproved lands in North­ 
ern and Central California. With the in­ 
crease of immigrants, land subdivision 
will become more popular. It is not prob­ 
able that in this section we will long have 
cause to complain of large bodies of laud 
held by a few men, being harriers to pro­ 
gres.- and development. The subdivision 
of lesser tracts, which is rapidly taking 
place, will have the effect of inducing 
large owners to cut up their lands and 
open them to settlement. Such action 
will have a direct influence njHin all our 
market towns, and nowhere would it lie 
felt more beneficially than in Sacramento. 
One of the first things to do, therefore, 
so far as the city is concerned, is, while 
putting forth all energy possible to compel 
subdivision of the grants, to also labor dil­ 
igently to settle homeseekers upon subdi­ 
visions of the 100, 160, 200, 400 and 1,000- 
acre farms, several of which, right at our 
city doors, can he secured within twenty- 
four hours, 
by 
groups of citizens 
organized to promote colonization. To 
neglect such opportunities while wait­ 
ing for land grants to be broken up, is the 
bight of folly and stupidity, and is a sug­ 
gestion emanating from brainless idiocy. 
Towns are not often built independently of 
their surroundings. Their growth and 
maintenance 
relate to the country 
about them intimately, and in a large 
degree its prosperity determines their own 
This is true of Sacramento and will re­ 
main so. Fill up the suburban region, 
prepare it for the new comers; make it a 
powerful invitation to them by reason of 
its location, soil, yield and prepared state, 
and just in proportion as they come will 
city improvement be rendered less diffi­ 
cult. 
But local improvement must go on. If 
the Norris grant is never divided, still 
local improvements must l>e made here, 
and this city given internal adornment 
and comfort it has not now. 
While Sacramento is so closely related 
to the surrounding country and its 
prosperity, she is in one sense independent, 
because her commercial interests reach be­ 
yond her suburbs, to all points of the 
compass and into other States and Terri­ 
tories. The betterment of streets, walks, 
architecture, drainage, sewerage, etc., is 
not even debatable; it is to be promoted 
at all times, and history records no in 
stance of its having liven over done. 
It must go on here, we repeat, whether 
the desideratium of subdivision of one or 
two specific land grants is attained to-mor­ 
row or postponed for years, as it may lie, 
though it ought to be accomplished 
speedily. We repeat, there is no danger of 
excess of effort being made for local im 
provenient. 
The people of this city have two 
broad fields for the exercise of their energy 
and the spirit of enterprise that, if occu­ 
pied, will not only vastly increase the im­ 
portance of Sacramento, and enhance its 
desirability as a place of residence, hut 
also largely contribute to the development 
of Northern and Central California; for 
every section, town or city improved and 
augmented in population and production or 
attractiveness, helps on the general work 
for the development of the whole north 
half of the State. 


kestb icting_ im:m igbation . 
\\ hen the nation was young and com­ 
para lively weak, it sent the invitation 
abroad for other people to come to i's 
shores to populate its territory, man its 
industries and develop its resources. There 
grew out of this invitation and the broad 
sense of human liberty and the rights of 
men which prevailed in the nation, the 
sentiment that America was an asylum for 
all oppressed, and this expanded into the 
false idea that aliens possessed the inalien­ 
able right to enter our household. But 
their sentiment was never of the written 
law of the land, nor ean it be shown that 
it attained the force and vitality of 
unwritten law. It was rather a privilege, 
continued at will only, that foreigners 
without restriction might come to us and 
become of us. As the nation has grown 
stronger and the current of immigration 
greater, the sentiment of invitation has 
retired in public esteem until it is no 
longer unpopular to antagonize it or de­ 
mand that limitations he put upon it. 
The conditions of to-day differ so vitallv 
from those of fifty years ago, the drift of 
immigration has so greatly augmented, 
the need for new blood has so much 
lessened, and the demand for a large 
influx of foreign workers to develop 
the country basso declined, that the Amer­ 
ican people are now asking whether it is 
any longer wise to leave the doors wholly 
ojien ? 
All the conditions of to-day, 
abroad and at home, tend to swell the tide 
of immigration to immense proportions, 
far exceeding anything of the past, and to 
make some of the now elements coming and 
to come menacing to our institutions. Such 
considerations as these move representa­ 
tive journals like the Chicago Current to 
ask, if, since there is a limit to all things, 
that of foreign immigration has not collie? 
If, indeed, there is not a limit to the 
strength of American institutions and 
American humanity? It is now very gen­ 
erally conceded that such restrictions as 
we have upon immigration may be wisely 
in reused, to the exclusion of unde­ 
sirable elements, and that the duty 
which is first due to those of our own 
household commands ns to pnt further 
limitations upon the incoming of more 


greatest national importance, hut it does 
not, as our contemporary says, become of 
necessity a political one. 
The better 
thought of the land on the subject is found 
to exist, irrespective of political parties, 
and to have vitality, irrespective of the 
policies that defines party lines. This is 
certain, that the question has passed out 
of the realm of prejudice, of partisanship, 
ot selfishness, and up into the atmosphere 
of statesmanship, and, as the Current re­ 
marks, is to engage hereafter greater wis­ 
dom and more discreet and well-directed 
labor than has yet been given it. 
THE BIGHT POLICY. 
It is said that “ there will he no boom 
in Sacramento until the land grants over 
the American river are subdivided.” This 
is “ rot,” sheer “ rot.” Shall we then do 
nothing else until success crowns our efforts 
in that direction ? Is there no country 
east and south of us? Is there no work 
for the people to do within the city, in its 
improvement ? 
Has not the commerce and trade of Sac­ 
ramento been built up independently of 
the land grants, that ought to be subdi­ 
vided and should hear their full and equal 
share of public tax burdens? Is not the 
anxiety of two or three water conqianies 
to bring mountain storage water upon the 
plains lands to the east and southeast of 
the city a matter of any moment to Sacra­ 
mento ? Shall we close our eyes to the 
demonstrated marvelous results of the 
“ marriage of land and water” will effect 
upon the easterly uplands of Sacramento 
county, and refuse to labor for county de­ 
velopment because the avenues to certain 
grants in the north remain closed ? 
Who is it that has the unblushing ef 
frontery or idiotic stupidity to say there 
can be no progress in Sacramento until 
grant subdivision is effected ? Who ven­ 
tures thus to give the lie to the splendid 
and expanding trade of Sacramento and 
the spirit of improvement that now stirs 
the people so deeply ? 
I.et it not lie sent abroad that any one 
voicing the sentiment of Sacramento has so 
spoken. For there is no truth in it. This 
city is ujHiu the wave of progress, and 
will ride on to her highest possibility. 
Grant or no grant, division or no division, 
coercion or persuasion applied to grant 
owners, the city of Sacramento is not to lie 
diverted from the path of local improve­ 
ment upon which she has entered. 
Let the people make this their motto : 
“ Subdivision of land grants by all lawful 
means, local improvement hv all lawful 
means; but local improvement now and 
from this time forward, whether the grants 
arc broken up or not.” 


A NEW LABOB PBOTEST. 
An entirely new order of strike has de­ 
veloped away up in Naugatuck. The phy­ 
sicians of that place agreed that their lo­ 
cal fee should lie $1; for a visit to the su­ 
burbs 91 00, and for neighboring towns 
from 92 to $3, according to distance. 
1 nereupon the Knightsof Labor gathered 
themselves, and pronounced the schedule 
to he “ an outrage upon God’s poor and a 
bare-faced attempt to rob the public.” The 
howling absurdity of the protest is ap­ 
parent at a glance. The Knights claim 
the right of trades to agree upon and 
enforce schedule rates for labor, hut deny 
to the doctors the exercise of these same 
rights for tiie use of their brains. They 
forgot or ignored the fact that the profes­ 
sional man, as well as the laborer, may 
serve whom lie pleases, and that if the fee 
asked does not tally witli the patient's idea 
of what the service is worth, he has the 
great American privilege of going “ to 
some other shop,” for his physic. The 
Knights forget or ignore the fact that the 
physician spent the best years of his youth 
in acquiring the knowledge necessary to 
his vocation, and perhaps gave up the best 
years of his early manhood while waiting 
for the public to gain confidence in his 
ability. They forget or ignore the fact 
that the physician is dependent upon the 
misfortunes of others, and assumes the 
cares and responsibilities of his own em­ 
ployment, while the Knights are concerned 
in the conduct of business that rewards 
their labor, only so far as to draw their 
wages, regardless of the fact that very 
often the business may not pay a profit. 
They forget or ignore the fact that there 
is a large percentage of labor by the 
physician that returns him no reward ex­ 
cept the consciousness of a good action 
timely done. 
There is no comparison to be made be­ 
tween the skill of the physician and the 
manual labor of the mechanic. The one 
is as honorable as the other, but the rules 
by which the rewards of one are to he 
measured can have no application what­ 
ever in the case of the other. Medical 
science is not the mistress of price lists or 
labor unions, nor will it give the world 
new disciples to evolve the best means 
of ameliorating humrn suffering, if 
the rewards of its votaries are to be 
graduated by the schedule manual skilled 
labor fixes*for its compensation. If the 
Knights keep on protesting against skill and 
brains, and the inalienable right of men 
to employ their talents as they choose, 
and for what they choose, within the law, 
they will make their order a laughing 
stock. 
A CASE IN POINT. 
The Courier-Journal mentions a ease in 
point of the result of Mr. Cleveland’s ap­ 
proval of the interstate commerce hill. It 
tells the whole story of Democratic inter­ 
state protection, and the punishment of 
the consumer for the benefit of a few jiro- 
iucers: “ Formerly l^ebanon carried her 
coal from Louisville; beyond Lebanon 
they used wood for fuel. Then local mines 
east of Lebanon were opened at Jellico. 
The local demand was not sufficient to 
keep the mines in operation all the year- 
In order to do this, and mine coal at a 
minimum of cost, it was necessary to mar­ 
ket the surplus in Louisville. 
That was 
only possible by giving lower rates to 
Louisville—where there was water compe­ 
tition from Pittsburg—-than to Lebanon- 
which formerly got its coal from Pittsburg 
via Louisville. That rate was named ; it 
exists to-day, not to the detriment, hut to 
the advantage, of Lebanon and everv other 
local jioint, and Louisville has cheaper 
fuel than before. No one is injured, yet it 
is a system directly antagonistic to the 
fourth section, as interpreted hv Mr. 
Reagan.” 
IT CANNOT STAND. 
Chicago journals (the Times excepted) 
make battle for the interstate commerce 
law, but in every instance the argument 
runs from the selfish center. 
As an K.'st­ 
em contemporary says: “ i'nder the old 
svstem, when competition lietween rail and 
water reduced the transportation charge to 


all Western interior cities from this ben­ 
efit. And so we find such journals as the 
Inter-Ocean contending that the law will 
break down what Chicago terms artificial 
trade centers, such as St. Paul and Minne­ 
apolis. That is to say, these latter places 
are to he crushed that Chicago may lienefit. 
But as the New York Evening Post puts it: 
“Railroads have transformed the geography 
of the country by giving to the interior 
the benefit to a large extent of water 
transportation for long hauls, and no law 
that will injure a city like St. Paul to 
build up Chicago will stand.”

country surrounding it, the success of cit­ 
rus fruit cultivation there, and a full ac­ 
count of the colony successes in that vicin­ 
ity. The paper, which is fully illustrated, 
has been prepared at great expense by this 
journal, and from data gathered, as in all 
the other cases, on the ground and after 
patient investigation and long observation. 
We call especial attention to the Oro­ 
ville paper because it marshals the evi­ 
dences of one of the most remarkable 
“ booms ” known in any section of the 
State. The advancement of Oroville is 
such as to excite far more than surprise. 
What a little money and a great deal of 
energy has done there, supplemented by 
the marriage^ of laud and water in 
economic irrigation, almost surpasses be­ 
lief, and the record reads like a tale of the 
fancy. But it is cold, unvarnished fact. It is 
a hint to Sacramento that ought to double 
the strength of the “ boom ” spirit here.

The Excelsior Water and Mining Com­ 
pany, cf Smartsville, Yuba county, has 
nearly completed its extensive canals for 
irrigation purposes. Thesvstem of ditches 
are so run that they can readily irrigate at 
least 50,000 acres of land. The company 
has expended considerable money in this 
enterprise, and has met with every en­ 
couragement from the landowners, who 
are anxious to irrigate, knowing full well 
that it will increase the value of their land 
100 per cent.

THE BESULT OF DEM0CBATIC 
MAKING. 
LAW- 


Tlie protection by law of any community 
of the common country against tiie natural 
commercial competition of another com 
miinitv, is un-American, indefensible and 
a dangerous exercise of paternalism. 
Yet that is precisely what the interstate 
commerce bill docs. It protects some great 
trade centers at the expense of lesser ones; 
it protects traffic over waterways at theex- 
I>eiise of carriage by rail; it protects a few 
manufacturers and dealers at the expense 
of the entire consumer class. 
The enforcement of the law must be at 
the expense of the masses. When it helps 
Canadian commerce, it is done by impeding 
the commerce of the United States. When 
it strikes down the competition that sends 
products forward at the low rate, it pun­ 
ishes every man who consumes goods of 
any description that are thereby raised in 
price, without any additional compensation 
whatever to the labor that stands behind 
the production. 
Recently Mr. Reagan, in speaking of the 
bill, used this significant language : 
No Government on earth would dare to pass a 
law to prevent the carriuge of it.* commerce on 
the natural waterways, uud yet that is what 
m substance, your Commission is asked to do 
by the railroad companies. 
It would be interesting to hear from that 
gentleman of a single instance in which 
the suspension of the fourth section has 
had the effect of increasing the charges of 
freight carriage by water. The assumption 
of Mr. Reagan is error of fact. The trntli 
is succinctly stated by the Courier-Journal: 
The fourth section says that railroads shall 
not meet water competition ut points where 
they touch the coast or the river, unless these 
extremely low rates are made universal. The 
effect is that the law places “ restrictions and 
embarrassments " on all lines competing with 
water lines, which gives to the water lines a 
monopoly at water points, and denies to the in 
tenor any benefit front water rates. 


President Stanford and General Man­ 
ager Towne of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany left for Los Angeles on Thursday. 
The Auditorand Judge Lawler counted 
the coin in the City Treasurer’s safe on 
Thursday, and found $886,097 71, the exact 
amount the books called for. 
Paddy Ryan claims to have deposited 
$1,000 to fight Kilrain, the Eastern pugilist, 
to whom Sullivan is to resign the “ dug- 
collar” emblem of championship. 
The fire oil Friday morning destroyed 
Granz's furniture factory on Brannan street 
and the onyx marble yard of J. St F. Kesseler 
adjoining. The entire loss will be about 
$30,000. 
F. L. Blithers, the ex-Minister of Finance 
of Unity Lodge, No. 61, Knights of Pythias, 
was arrested on Wednesday night on a 
warrant charging him with lelouy embez­ 
zlement. 
Edward Kohler, who was run over on 
the 23d of January last by a street-car of 
the City Railroad Company, and consider­ 
ably injured, has commenced a damage 
suit against the company for $50,000. 
The Sheriff hits received official notifica 
tion that appeals toiheSnpretueCourt have 
been taken in the cases of Lee Ah Chuck 
and Alexander Goldenson, under sentence 
of death. The appeals stay, of course, the 
executions. 
At the Fourth of July celebration in 
Oakland Senator John I’. Jones will de­ 
liver the oration, Rev. Charles L. Miel will 
be the poet, and George Allen Watson will 
read the Declaration of Independence. A 
regetta will be held on Lake Merritt in tiie 
aiternoon by the Oakland Canoe Club. 
Ellen Splaine, a former tenant of the 
dwelling of Henry Vrootnan, at 258 Eighth 
street, has brought an action for $10.000 
damages against hint on account of an ac­ 
cident which occurred last March, by 
which, as she declares, through the un­ 
soundness of a back stairway, she was 
thrown to the ground and greatly injured, 
perhaps permanently. 
It is feared that death may possibly re­ 
sult from the frightful accident that oc­ 
curred to Edward B. Freeze last Sutnjpy 
morning near the Summit station. Freeze, 
who is about 24 years old, is well known 
in athletic circles. Last Monday Dr. Lane 
amputated the right leg above the knee, 
and thought that the left foot would also 
have to be taken oil. Young Freeze is in 
a very critical condition, and his chances 
for recovery and death are about equally 
divided. 


IT CONSOLIDATES. 
Toledo is a “ lake city.” It has the 
benefit of both water and rail transporta­ 
tion. Yet Toledo is opposed bitterly to 
the fourth section of the interstate com­ 
merce law. \\ hy ? 
Because Toledo is a 
manufacturing center and a grain gather­ 
ing and distributing point, and the new 
law gives Chicago such advantage with 
her lake transportation that she can over­ 
shadow Toledo which is dependent upon 
both rail and water. So the tendency of 
the new law is to consolidate business at a 
few places where great interests are already 
fixed, and where the unhampered water 
routes name the minimum rates for car­ 
riage. 


In Chicago there was a building strike. 
The I lod-carriers’ and Bricklayers’ Asso­ 
ciations thereupon resolved that their 
members should not remain idle, but look 
in other directions for employment. The 
associations now report that a majority of 
their members have taken the advice 
given, and have secured employment at 
better wages, for the most part. This is a 
way of striking that has some virtue in it. 
If the wage-winner is dissatisfied, let him 
quit his employer, if he w iil; but instead 
of hanging about the place of lalior and 
endeavoring to coerce the employer into 
doing otherwise with his own than he 
wishes, or in endeavoring to keep others 
front filling the vacant places, let him look 
for new avenues through which lie may 
reach employment and surprise his late 
employer by his success. As a rule the 
workingman can go out into the world and 
make greatly better terms for himself than 
anv trade union can make for him.

Th e fearful calamity in Paris, by which 
one of its chief theaters was destroyed by 
fire, and several hundred lives lost, recalls 
the case of the burning of a Vienna 
theater a few years ago. In that instance, as 
in this, the authorities exerted themselves 
to conceal the truth as to the number of 
lives lost. They reported that 200 persons 
were burned, hut it is known now that 
over 400 fell victims to the flames. So, 
too, at Paris, we are told that 266 lives 
were lost hv the hurtling of the Comique, 
hut it is added that the police interpose 
obstacles to the ascertainment of the actual 
truth. It is safe to say that nearer 400 
than 200 were cut off bv the flames. 


A t last a railway has been opened to 
traffic in China. It has taken the Celestial 
Empire a hundred years to appreciate the 
fact that the world of men is moving for­ 
ward. Up to this time China has looked 
backward ever. Governed by patriarch- 
isrn. her vision has always turned rear­ 
ward. But now that China lias admitted 
the railroad, has withheld her hand from 
repeating its action when a former railway 
outfit was overturned and cast upon the sea­ 
shore, there is no telling what wonderful 
changes may be worked t:t the most exclu­ 
sive notion in the world. 


Sacram ento A roused. 
ISatt Francisco Chronicle, May 27th.] 
The boomer has reached Sacramento, 
and, much to the disgust of the Silurians, 
he received such a cordial welcome that 
be has concluded to tarry in the city by 
the river and lend the citizens his aid in 
stirring up matters and arousing public 
interest. 
On Wednesday evening a large and en­ 
thusiastic meeting of the solid men ol 
Sacramento was held, and some pretty 
plain language was used. Being a family 
gathering, the speakers did not think it 
necessary to dress up their city in paint 
and powder, nor to make congratulatory 
speeches about what liad been done, but 
more wisely confined themselves to giving 
a plain, unvarnished picture of the de­ 
fects, and pointing out in a general way 
what ought to be done to remedy them. 
This is the right spirit in which to com­ 
mence reform of any kind. So long as we 
can convince ourselves that we are in per­ 
fect health, we scout the idea of needing a 
doctor. It is only when we know that we 
are ill that the physician becomes a per­ 
sonage of importance, and “ know thyself” 
spplies as well to cities as to individuals. 
A general committee was appointed to 
formulate plans for organization, and to 
examine and handle the all-important 
queslions cf promoting the immediate in­ 
terests oi the city and its suburbs. This 
committee should take a leaf from the 
experience of similar bodies elsewhere, and 
be careful lest it is swamped in a sea of 
“ wherpases” and “ be it resolveds." As 
John Hay says, (bey “ may resolute till 
the cows come home” and accomplish 
nothing. They must put their hands into 
people’s pockets, especially their own, and 
extract the unwilling dollars, if they want 
to do anything. Money is just as essential 
in improving a town as it is in building or 
rebuilding it, and is just as safe and sure 
a i investment. 
In spite of an opinion which we imagine 
is current in Sacramento, this city is in no 
respect jealous of the growtli or improve­ 
ment of that one. On the contrary, San 
Francisco would be more than pleased to 
see Sacramento the distributing point for 
Central and Northern California, doing 
every dollar’s worth of business which she 
can legitimately secure. 
We should be 
glad to see Sacramento have a population 
of 160.000, or as many more as she can sup­ 
port, for we know that when she does San 
Francisco wilt have a population of 600,­ 
000. Every town and every city in the 
State is, to a certain extent, dependent 
upon San Francisco, just as San Francisco 
is dependent upon them, and no Court can 
pronounce a valid decree of divorce be­ 
tween them. This jealousy of the city as 
to the interior, or of the interior of the city, 
is all sheer nonsense. Neither can exist or 
prosper without the other, and we know 
perfectly well that for every dollar that 
Sacramento or Marysville, or anywhere 
else, gains in permanent increase of values, 
we get a percentage of it. 
Although the southern part of theSla’e 
has had a wonderful increase of late, this 
part has not been absolutely standing still. 
We are building a good many houses every 
year, and our rucst pressing needs are all 
upon the surface. The figures of the dis­ 
tribution of the lumber product of the 
coast for the past year show that while the 
enormous amount of 200,000.Out)feet went 
to the southern part of the State, the still 
larger amount of 297,000,000 feet came to 
San Francisco, and was distributed in the 
city and its immediate neighborhood. An 
excess of nearly fifty per cent, over South­ 
ern California shows conclusively that this 
part of the State is not at a standstill. 
In this advance we presume Sacramento 
has shared to some extent, but it is a pleas­ 
ant tiring to see that her citizens are not 
satisfied to let well enough alone, but pro­ 
pose to make well enough very much bet­ 
ter, if concert of action and vigorous en­ 
terprise can do it; and no movement com­ 
menced under such auspices and with such 
nnblie-spirited citizens behind it, can fail 
I succeed. 
A committee on the protection of North

forme-’, for that purpose. 


TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 
Frederick A. Gushee, a pioneer Califor­ 
nian, died at Santa Cruz on Thursday, of 
pneumonia. He was 75 years of age. 
The Phelps vineyard of 160 acres, in 
Fresno, was purchased by A. B. Butler yes­ 
terday. for $-18,000. Two years ago Phelps 
¡iaid $26,000 for it. 
Robert Fryer Shoemaker committed 
suicide at Pasadena on Thursday, by cut­ 
ting his wind-pipe. He leaves a wife. Des­ 
pondency was the cause. 
At the papal consistory held oil Thurs­ 
day, Monstgnor Pallotte and Father Bausa 
were made cardinals. Ten bishops were 
precomzed in France and one in Mexico. 
Captain Armbrust, weight 300 pounds, 
was thrown violently front a horse at Vir. 
ginia City, Nev., his head striking a post. 
He was not, strange to say, seriously hurt. 
W. J. Florence, the actor, has been re­ 
jected as a candidate for tnembetship to 
the Union Club of New York, althougb 
E 
roposed by Wright Sanfor and supported 
y August Belmont and other prominent 
men. 
The striking colliers at the village of 
Hainaut, Belgium, have attacked the troops 
who were guarding the mine property. 
Three lancers were wounded. An attempt 
has been made to destroy the house ol a 
non-striker with dynamite. 
The breach of promise case of Clara 
Bachmuck, aged 23 years, against Nicholas 
Meyerhofer, aged 18, in Sau Diego, prom­ 
ises to be a sensation. The defendant de­ 
clines all overtures of a settlement. The 
plaintiff' claims $20,000 damages. 
The New York Senate refused to confirm 
Colonel Fred. Grant’s appointment as 
Quarantine Officer. But T. O. Platt, the 
incumbent, says he will resign if Governor 
Hill will promise to then appoint Colonel 
Grant. The Senate would not sanction 
Platt’s removal. 
A man in New York has been doing a 
thriving business in the diamond line. He 
would irire out as butler in a wealthy fam­ 
ily. and—being a diamond-setter—would 
substitute paste for bis mistress’ diamonds, 
and then resign his place. He played this 
game on more than twenty families. 
Lord Lansdowne received a cordial greet­ 
ing on his re urn o Ottawa on Thursday. 
Three thousand school children sang “God 
Save the Queen” and “Rule Britannia.” 
At the close of the proceedings they sang 
“We'll Hang O’Brien on a Sour Apple 
Tree.” The demonstration was most suc­ 
cessful. 
At Elmira, Solano county, on Thursday, 
three children were left by their mother in 
a wagon, while she entered a store. Tbt 
horses ran away, throwing the children 
violently to the ground, breaking the 
thigh-bone of one little boy, and cutting 
and bruising the others severely, but not 
seriously. 
A party of seven armed bandits, who had 
been raiding near Tio Cano Lake, Texas, 
were surprised by Sheriff' Brito and a posse 
on Wednesday, and two captured. Caesa 
ria Ayalia. the leader, mounted ltis horse 
under a heavy tire and escaped. Next 
morning lie and his party were ambushed 
and he again escaped into the chaparral. 
On the same day the party attacked the 
Mexican customs guard, near San Miguel. 
A short tight e’-sued, and an officer killed 
one bandit. He was himself desperately 
wounded. 
The Chicago National Butchers' Associ­ 
ation held a barbecue at Cheltenham beach 
yesterday, which is pronounced the largest 
and most complete affair of the kind ever 
held in this country. Six pits were dug, 
each forty teet long, four feet wide and four 
feet deep. In these hickory cordwood was 
piled and burned down to live coals. When 
the roasting began fifty beeves and 100 
lambs were roasted, making in all some­ 
thing over 51,000 pounds of meat, which, 
with a incredible quantity of fresh bread, 
was served free to the multitude.

T he follow ing day (M arch 30th) the sam e 
com m ittee, w hich is the superior body of 
the Associated Press, a n d of w hich C. A. 
D a n a , o f the New Y ork Hun, is President, 
and W hitelaw Reid, of the New Y ork Trib­ 
une, Secretary, passed anotiier resolution, 
authorizing the General M anager to in ­ 
crease m y sa a y , provided I decided to re­ 
tain th eir agency. 
N otw ithstanding these com plim entary 
actions, I adhered to m y original determ in­ 
ation to resign the agency of th e W estern 
Associated Press, and I accepted th e posi­ 
tion of general agent o f the C alifornia A s­ 
sociated Press at a largely increased salary. 
T his action on m y part led to no m is­ 
understanding between the California A s­ 
sociated Press (of w hich the Chronicle is 
not a m em ber) and the W estern Associated 
Press. T he relations between th e two as­ 
sociations arc of the m ost pleasant and 
cordial character. 
Í7I agreed to look after the business of the 
W estern Associated Press until a new agent 
for th at association was appointed. 
As a slight recognition, however, of the 
great service I had rendered, 1 m ay state 
that the W estern Associated Press agreed 
to pay m e, and are paying m e, full salary 
up to J uly 1st next. 
T his hardly looks like being “ rem oved.”

A VISIT TO THE INTERESTING 
CITIES OF SHIBA ANO CENO. 


Som e of th e Scenes in These A n­ 
cient M unicipalities—C ustom s 
of th e People—Tem ples.

Jn the beautiful garden-embowered 
temples of Shi Ira are the ashes of seven of 
the Shoguns of tlie Tokugawa family ; 
five more rest in the Ceno, and the others, 
with the great founder of the line, 
Iyeyasu, are buried at Xikko. Sliiba is* 
not tar from the railway station at Sliim- 
bashi, Tokio, being a pleasant walk, or 
me can go in the tram if he has acquired 
the dislike for I:urn,mi riding, as 1 have. 
Sunshine after rain would make the worst 
misanthrope feel friendly, and though 1 
had been annoyed all the early morning 
by two howling little wretches who live 
next to me, on one side of my room, as a 
-ort of balance for the other neighbor who 
grinds rice and millet from, one hour one 
day to the same hour the next, I smiled 
again when 1 stepped out into the bright­ 
ness. A long procession of school-children 
was marching along with white banners, 
on each of which was painted a red eherrv 
blossom and a liar of blue. The girls wore 
purple and yellow kimono*, and pink ca­ 
mellias ¡o their hair, and the boys were 
topped oil' with blue and white caps, it 
was a pretty picture, indeed, as they 
passed under a huge red torii, anil 
then entered the dim, green forest 
of Sliiba. There is a sublimity about 
the beauty of this place; the very name is 
musical and grand, and no aspect of nature 
belies it. 
The sunlight checkers the 
black earth with gold and shadow, the 
banks are new in greenness and the birds 
are not afraid. There "are shady paths 
like those aimless ones we find in the for­ 
ests at home; there are broad, well-trod­ 
den roads in the bright sunlight, where 
groups of palms, camphor trees with glit­ 
tering leaves, ami scattered fruit trees 
cloudy in their white and rose-colored 
foliage, and the red-green, budding maple 
glow with warmth and life. As 1 walked 
I saw above the tops of the trees a cross, 
and upon its highest point rested a raven ; 
following this beacon 1 came upon 
A CHARMING LITTLE SPOT 
On the hillside. In the midst of a well- 
cared-for garden rose the neatest little 
Gothic church I have ever seen, small 
enough to almost seem a toy, but upon its 
sides was clinging ivy, and" the buttresses 
and pointed windows were as graceful and 
truthful to their uses as those of West­ 
minster. The people who evolved the 
Gothic architecture are indeed the salt of 
the earth. 1 tire very quickly of any 
building but Gothic ; with its’ strength, 
honesty and beauty it charms me always, 
anTl the home feeling it gives forth is not 
to be found in any other. This mite of 
red and gray, with its ivy-decked sides has 
given me more real pleasure than I have 
yet found on this side of the water. Early 
in the eleventh century this temple of 
Sliiba was founded, and passing through 
the usual vicissitudes of these buildings, 
was rebuilt after the lire of 1S76. The 
several shrines of the Shoguns are of the 
highest order of native architecture, and 
the interior decorations are not surpassed 
by any ; geometrical designs in black and 
color upon gold ground, rich bronze and 
crystal, and metal mirrors dazz-le the eve 
on every side, but coming finally to tiie 
grave and its monument you find but a 
-imple carved stone. 
THE THREE ASARCM LEAVES 
Of the Tokugawa crest adorn every avail­ 
able point. The outside of many of these 
temples was covered with fine bronze, and 
even gold, but of late all such valuable 
metal as is left lias to lie protected bv a 
wooden wall, which hides its beauty, for 
the thieves, having lost reverence for the 
sanctity of the place, were fa§t carrving 
away all there was of value. The tombs 
of the wives of the Shoguns are not less 
splendid, and one of the aunt of the Mi­ 
kado who is now on the throne is quite 
ablaze with its display of wealth. 1 was 
taken by the karuma man to one corner of 
a court-yard, from which a fine view of one 
ot these temples is had, and pointed to a 
spot where he told me the artist painted 
tiie picture; of course i searched in my 
poorly stocked Japan memory for the 
name of some artist who, while seated here 
at hi- work, had seen the Shogun’s daugh­ 
ter pass, and fallen in love with her, and 
finally committed hara-kiri as the only 
escape from his hopeless passion, but no 
name would come to me ; si> I asked how 
many hundred years ago he sat there, and 
was told, with a look of wonder on the face 
of the good kuriana man, that it was last 
year only, and then I remembered the pic­ 
ture which 1 had seen myself before the 
paint was dry, and 1 recalled 
A VERY KENNY STORY 
Gxmt the same artist while working at 
Tokio. The guides of Xikko have tlieir 
stories pat, the same as guides all over the 
round world, and anything which throws 
them out of their usual rut quite discon­ 
certs them. The artist.of whom 1 have 
spoken was quietly ensconced in a retired 
corner, thinking himself quite unobserved, 
when one of the guides, with his usual 
flock of gaping sight-seers, entered the 
court. “Here is the lantern from the Co­ 
rean 
,” but the flock had caught sight 
of a greater curiosity than any bronze lan­ 
tern, and with oue accord turned away 
from the guide and went to gaze at the 
foreigner. The Hock questioned the guide 
about this new object of interest, but he 
was cornered and could give no informa­ 
tion, so the Hock looked on for some time 
in wonder and in ignorance, and at last 
went on to view the lesser sights of lyea- 
sn’s torno.

ABOUT A MILE FROM SHIBA, 
And over the Akabane bridge, past a busy

Two nobles had »a quar­ 
rel about some matters of etiquette while 
they were attending the court of the Sho­ 
gun. The younger restrained his auger 
for some days, but, a Ter enduring the 
taunts of the older man until he was driven 
wild with anger, he drew his sword to 
strike him, but was prevented. To draw a 
weapon within the precincts of the castle 
•of ¡shogun was a crime expiated only by 
death, so the younger man was condemned 
t« commit hara iiri < literally, belly cut. ) 
asá Ills retainers became ron in. These 
vowed vengeance, and after much schcme- 
ing obtained their desire and 
CUTTING OFF THE OLD MAN S HEAD 
l ’laced it on the tomb of their master. 
The forty-seven gave themselves up to the 
Government, but were allowed to die the 
death of hare.-kiri, which was deemed hon­ 
orable, and all lie now by the side of their 
loved iti.aster. A forty-eighth lantern- 
monument Is near by, which is over 
the ashes of the man from Satsuma, 
who, seeing one of the ronin seemingly 
drunk in the street, an*! net knowing that 


it was a disguise to help him in liis noble 
(to Japanese ideas) object of revenge, spat 
on him in contempt. On learning his mis­ 
take, the Satsuma man, in remorse, com­ 
mitted suicide at the grave in Shilia and 
was buried by the side of the great forty- 
seven. 
Returning through the park of 
Sliiba one comes to 
THE ABRUPT HILL OF ATAGO, 
With its two flights of stone steps, the one 
steep and fatiguing, called the “ men’s 
stejis,” and the other to the right, winding 
around the hill in easy grade, is called the 
“ women’s steps.” The easy flight is in­ 
fested with beggars, so I climbed the stairs 
intended for my sex's use and was glad to 
rest in the tea-buoth at tlie summit. After 
the first cup of tea had been drunk, the 
pretty girl in resplendant obu served me 
w ith a cup of cherry blossom tea, for which 
the place is noted. The aroma of this 
cup was sweet, something like that of the 
clove pink, but the flavor was not agreeable 
to my palate, being rather insipid, though 
when I tasted one of the leaves it was as 
sour as vinegar. A very esthetic lieverage 
is cherry blossom tea, but a mug of white- 
capped Bavarian beer is what one sighs 
for after a climb up such an ascent. Tlie 
view of the city is unsurpassed, and a fair 
idea of its vastness can lie obtained, for a 
turbid sea of roofs, with here and there a 
high wave-cap of a temple, rolls away to 
the misty horizon of L eno. The island 
forts of Shinagawa show, and a broad reach 
of muddy bay. A red-cheeked beggar boy 
with a monotonous droning song comes 
along, and standing by my side, strikes at 
intervals a couple of gourd hells, until in 
despair of gaining more enjoyment, if I 
stay all day, with this persistent and an­ 
noying neighbor at my dhow, I slip aw;(v 
and down the “ women’s steps” amid a 
horde of Jiis despicable profession. There 
is just now 
A B Eli LIE EXHIBITION 
Iii a building in Ueuo, consisting mostly of a 
display of “ foreign style” bonnets’ and 
dresses by native architects, it is enough 
to say that they are one and all simply 
atrocious, save some which came from 
Paris direct; nota kimono is to be seen 
in any of the eases, and nothing of any 
earthly value but the pictures by native 
artists in the native school; the pictures in 
the European school are, of course, far 
from good, hut as a collection shows more 
education and a better artistic taste than 
any similar exhibition in San Francisco. 
The Ueno temples, 1 am glad to say, are 
not open to the public, so I am relieved of 
one annoyance and have hope of not hav­ 
ing chronic dyspepsia in my sight-seeing 
abilities. 
AT THE ENTRANCE TO UENO TARK 
Are the three bridges, known as Sam- 
mai-bashi, which are of interest as being 
the spot where Sogoro hid until the 
Shogun Tve-mitsu passed by, when lie 
thrust a petition into the sedan chair of 
tlie Shogun asking help for the people of 
Sakura against tlie oppression of the 
Daimio of that province. The petition 
was heard, but Sogoro had to die as pun­ 
ishment for so great a breech of etiquette 
as personally approaching the Shogun. 
Mitford is his beautiful book, “ Tales of 
Old Japan,” tells this storv in his pe­ 
culiarly effective manner, and I retell it 
from memory and cannot give the finer 
details, which well show the many strange 
traits of the Japanese character. To the 
left lies the Lake Shinobazu no Ike, which 
in summer time is brilliant with lotus. 
Around the lake runs 
A FINELY-CONSTRUCTED RAEE-COURSE, 
Said to be as good as any in the world. 
There are many boating parties on this 
little lake in these days, and Ueno is filled 
with holiday-makers, come to see the 
cherry blossoms, which now are at their 
best. Of on afternoon the crowd is a gav 
one, but apt to have too much sake on 
board.to steer well, and the air is quite 
scented with the fumes of the liquor. 
However, there is little trouble, for the 
drunken men are not boisterous, and the 
many excellent police are ever ready to 
suppress any undue noise or roughness.’ It 
is very amusing to see tlie deference which 
is paid to these little police by the natives 
even of the highest classes, for thevseldom 
ask a question of them without standing 
uncovered during tlie whole conversation ; 
all of which respect the little policemen 
take as a matter of course and due to them 
as arms of the law. In one of I’eno’s 
groves is tlie grave of a certain woman of 
olden times 
WHO HAD SEVEN HUSBANDS, 
All of whom she choked 'to death—the 
seventh was the last simply because she 
was discovered. Men are truly brave, and 
will venture where they might well trem­ 
ble, and 1 shall always, from afar oil! ad­ 
mire the courage of those who, like these 
seven choked departed, dare the dangers of 
matrimony. Here is also the grave of a 
cat which, I dare say, devoured even more 
than seven silly mice in her day, and did 
not show her nails until she got tlie help­ 
less fellows under her soft paw. 
The moon is now just waning. It is the 
brightest moon of the year—the Easter 
moon—and it shines as silvery upon 
THE DRAGON GARGOYLES OF UENO, 
As upon the gray cross in Shiba. The 
beautiful services are over and the last 
“ alleluia" has been sung by the choir of 
white-robed boys as they filed before the 
chancel rail and entered tlie robing-room ; 
their sweet voices seem to melt away into 
farthest distance, while the Bishop kneels 
silently at the flower decked altar. All is 
wrapped in silence for a while and then 
the quiet departure, a little shuffling of 
feet and rustling of dresses, a gray-haired 
woman leads a blind boy down the aisle, 
and the little church is empty. The lights 
are still burning as I look back, and the 
golden cross above the altar shines out, far 
out, into the night. Tlie moonlight ujion 
the misty trees, whose sweetness fills the 
air, makes them more fairylike and unreal 
than by day; like the clouds, they are 
seemingly about to become nothing. A 
kindlier feeling for these people than 1 had 
of late rises within me as 1 walk through 
the silent, shadowy grove of Shiba; may 
they as well as 1 live till another Easter 
comes with its messages of joy, and live, 
“ not with the old leaven, nor with the 
leaven of malice and wickedness, but with 
the unleavened bread of sincerity and 
truth.”

ANOTHER VIEW. 


THE LANDLORD'S SIDE OF THE 
IRISH QUESTION’. 


The A dvance M ade in the L and 
Law s for Ireland, an d Present 
R ights U nder Them . 


The well-known writer and scholar, 
George Tallman, thus writes upon the 
question that is so strongly agitating the 
politics of England, and giving the land­ 
lords' side of the situation : 
The “ Irish Loyal and Patriotic Union ” 
is sending out circulars in defense of its 
positions. The fact that every American 
paper, no matter how conservative it may­ 
be on American questions, professes the 
warmest sympathy with Mr. Parnell's de­ 
mand that Irish rents should be halved, 
makes it important that the landlords' side 
should be heard. 
The circulars referred to give a statement 
of the privileges now enjoyed by the Irish 
tenants. These were of gradual growth up 
to 1870, but since that time they have 
advanced with revolutionary- rapidity. Be­ 
fore 1SG0 the rack-rent system had pre­ 
vailed in almost unlimited severity-. The 
tenant was practically liable to eviction at 
any time, and as he was usually without 
either place to go to or means to get there, 
he was willing to make any bargain on* 
condition that the landlord's agent would 
permit him to remain were be was. It 
was in this way- that the tenant frequently- 
promised a yearly rent equal to the fee 
simple value of the land, He of course fell 
hopelessly in arrears, and it was not worth 
his while to try to make anything or save 
anything, since possession would immedi­ 
ately pass to tlie landlord. .The result was 
demoralizing, and in 1860 an Act was 
passed by which the tenant could not^be 
evicted for non-payment of rent unless one 
year's rent was in arrears. This gave the 
tenants a little leeway but did not help the 
more hopeless cases. 
LAND ACT OF 1870. 
In 1870 the first great Land Act was 
passed. By this measure the yearly ten­ 
ant who was disturbed in his holding for 
causes other than the non-nayment'of rent 
must be paid by the landlord : {a) Full 
compensation for all improvements made 
by- himself or his predecessors, such as un­ 
exhausted manures, iiermanent buildings, 
and reclamation of waste lands ; (b) com­ 
pensation for disturbance. The compensa­ 
tion for disturbance might, in certain cases, 
be fixed as high as seven y-ears’ rental. 
Practically, however, there was very little 
danger that the Courts would ever demand 
the maximum permitted by the law. By 
the same Act tlie tenants who were evicted 
for non-payment of rent must be com­ 
pensated for whatever improvements they 
had made on their premises. 
THE “ THREE f ’s ” OF 1881. 
The next great step was taken in 1881. 
This was the result of the Land League cam­ 
paign for the “ three fs.” It accorded to 
the Irish tenant “ fixity of tenure,” “ fair 
rent ” and “ free sale.” By the first of 
these privileges tiie tenant was secured pos­ 
session of his land forever, subject to a 
revision of rent by the Courts every fifteen 
years. 
In this periodical revision the 
Courts were not to raise his rent on account 
of any improvements which the tenant 
had made, but simply on account of the 
“ unearned increment ” in the value of the 
land. The “ fair rent” which was accorded 
the tenant was not what the land would 
bring in the open market, but what the 
Land Commission might see tit to assess. 
This Commission has in its practice usually- 
allowed the tenant a reduction ol about 15 
per cent, from former rates. By- the “ free 
sale ” proviso the tenant who wished to 
give up his holding was permitted to sell it 
to the highest bidder. 
PURCHASING TH EIR HOLDINGS. 
Still another clause of this Land Law 
Act of 1881 was as follows : “ The Land 
Commission, out of the moneys in their 
hands, may, if satisfied with the security, 
advance to the tenants, for the purpose of 
enabling them to purchase their holdings 
• * *- any sum not exceeding three- 
fourths of the principal 
* Any ad­ 
vance made by the Land Commission , 
shall be repaid by an annuity for thirtv- 
five years of five pounds for every hundred 
pounds of such advance.” 
Thus the tenant who paid five per cent, 
interest on the price of his farm could in 
thirty-live y-ears discharge both interest 
¿mil principal I Suppose that some Ameri­ 
can State should offer to lend money to its 
renting or mortgage-burdened farmers on 
the same terms! What a cry of “ Social­ 
ism ” would be raised I 
LAND PDECHASE ACT OF 1885. 
But in Ireland the State has gone a sb p 
further. The Land Purchase Act of 18*5 
extended the time of payment from thirtv- 
tive to forty-nine years, and lowered the 
rate of interest. The writer has been un­ 
able to consult tbe'ActJitdfelf, hut one of the 
Unionist circulars before him says that 
“the annual payment of £1 for every £100 
borrowed covers both principal and in­ 
terest." The circular proceeds to argue 
that "if a tenant already- paying a statutory 
rent of £50 agrees to buy- from his landlord 
at twenty- years' purchase (or £1,000), the 
Government will lend him the money, his 
rent will at once cease and he will pay, 
not £50, but £10 yearly, for forty-nine 
years, and then become the owner of his 
holding, free of rent.” This is good mathe­ 
matics, but not necessarily good reasoning. 
Robert Gillen, in his famous essay on the 
wealth of Great Britain, estimates the capi­ 
talized value of land, not at twenty years’ 
purchase, but at thirty years' purchase, so 
that the tenant would have to pay £00 a 
year instead of £40. Nevertheless, even 
this provision 
is MARVELOUSLY LIBERAL. 
And we may understand what Mr. Cham­ 
berlain meant when, at his speech at 
Kawick in January, lie said : “The Irish 
tenant is in a position which is more favor­ 
able' than that of any agricultural tenant 
throughout the whole of Europe. 
There are thousands and tens of thousands 
of tenants throughout Scotland and Eng­ 
land who would receive as an inestimable 
boon those opportunities which the Irish 
tenant so scornfully rejects.” 
Tlie Conservatives of England call the 
attention of their American critics to the 
fact that the fair rent privilege conferred 
by the 18S1 Act (which broke down old 
contracts of tenancy) could not have been 
granted under the Constitution of the 
United States. They warn Americans lest, 
in support of Mr. Parnell's demands, they 
do but teach instructions which, being 
taught, shall “return to plague the in 
ventor.” 


v 
Grains of San«l. 
The manufacture of sand is an important 
industry, which has Pittsburg for its head­ 
quarters, although the sand is not made 
within the. limits of the city*. There is a 
considerable traffic in Monongaliela sand, 
which is scooped up from the bed of the 
river, to be used for common buildine pur­ 
poses; but the manufacture of sand is 
quite another affair, and the product goes 
into quite a different commodity, which is 
glass. 
Practically glass is almost pure sand, 
other substances used in its manufacture 
for fluxing being consumed while the sand 
is transformed to a greater or less degree of 
transparency. 
The sand used in glass 
making is almost pure silica, so nearly 
pure that there is less than one per cent, of 
iron, magnesia, and aluminum, to him-ty- 
nine - per cent, of the other. And ofjth’is 
sand, which is quarried out of the hills and 
ground down to varying degrees of fine­ 
ness, and washed to a varying degree of 
whiteness, eight hundred tons are manu­ 
factured daily, four hundred tons being 
consumed in and around Pittsburg, and 
four hundred tons going into eastern Ohio 
and West Virginia, to Wheeling. Bellaire, 
Columbns, anil all points within a circuit 
of one hundred and fifty miles from Pitts­ 
burg.— George Wardnuin.

Paris flower manufacturers have designed 
plastron, panels, vests and skirt fronts en­ 
tirely of fine flowers, which are mounted 
on a delicate trellis of imitation twigs and 
mosses.

Small flower bonnets daily grow more 
popular. A pretty one worn by a girl with 
very black hair was ot black tulle, with a 
wreath about the edge of small poppies 
without foliage, and crushed close together.

They are like some 
hens we see about this time ot the year—- 
they have laid a goodly number of eggs, 
and now think they would like to fear a 
family; trying them on with the egg, we 
find that they stay on a few days, and then 
quit. What for? Well, that kind of work 
don’t suit their nature; in other words, 
they would ralherdo something else just 
then, and all is lost. The eggs put under 
them are neither eggs nor chickens for mar­ 
ket purposes. 
Unless a person is w illing to give atten­ 
tion to little tilings, and not only do them 
once, but many times as the occasion may 
require, I would not advise them to take 
np poultry culture as a means of support, 
for if they- do. it will be but to fail. 
Possibly some one may like to know a 
little of the detail from the starting point: 
1. Have on hand cash enough to make a 
good start, or enough so that y-ou will not 
have to let the fowls grow hungry the first 
year. 
2. Provide good coojis, so that the fowls 
can get under cover out of the sun and 
storms, and at night, so they will not be 
too many together, and also out of currents 
of air. 
3. Provide a separate coop for each little 
brood of chicks, give them all the room 
you can. 
4. Keep all buildings for fowls well cov­ 
ered with whitewash put on thick. 
5. Guard against vermin of all kinds, 
from Chinamen down to the little red mite, 
for they don’t help the business on the 
jirofit side, and vermin are thick on this 
coast. 
6. Look well to the feed box, for out of it 
will come the profit or loss in the business. 
Feed good clean feed, and just enough to 
keep your fowls in good health and flesh. 
Don’t feed too often or too much. Feed in 
a clean box or trough. Keep clean fresh 
water before your fowls at all times. Spade 
up runways, and clean out droppings lrom 
roost often ; in fact, cleanliness is the golden 
rule of the poultry yard. 
7. Don’t try to do too much and thus fail 
to do anything; do a little and do it well. 
Don't keep fowls shut up in the coop till 0 


a . m., or let little chicks out to run in the 
wet grass in early morning, beber wait till 
it is dry. 
Well, I might fill much more space, but 
will stop just here, thinking that it is 
enough to open one’s eyes, and with eyes 
open you can perhaps see am e things for 
yourself. 
W omen in Sleeping Cars.—It is amus­ 
ing to watch some women get ready for 
bed on a sleeping car, or it would be if we 
could penetrate the curtain’s screen. They- 
unbutton their shoes, unhook their dresses 
and unfasten petticoats and corsets. Then, 
armed with a big fan, they lie down out­ 
side the cover and worry through a miser­ 
able, sleepless night. In the morning they 
refaslen their garments, “ slick up ” tum­ 
bled locks, and look as hot, feverish and as 
uncomfortable as they feel. To undress de­ 
cently and comfortably and go to bed is the 
best plan ; at least, remove corsets, shoes, 
stockings and dres3. Roll all removed 
clothing into a neat, compact bundle, put 
trinkets or articles easily- forgotten or mis­ 
placed into yourshoc. A woman dressing 
in a hurry may forget her watch or pocket- 
book, but she never was known to forget 
her shoe. Have a pretty- colored wrapper 
made with yoked front. Watteau back, aud 
a ribbon !>elt, to sleep in. then in the morn­ 
ing you can slip on vour shoes, take your 
elephant and bundle of clothes, and go the 
entire length of the car to the dressing- 
room. in pleasing contrast to the lady who 
prepared for the night hv merely unfast­ 
ening her dress.—AV Orleans Picayune. 


A Jew ish Church of Christ?—Second Lec­ 
ture by Dr. Berson. 
An attentive audience listened with in. 
terest to the second lecture by Dr. Berson 
on "The Jews’ I’ast, Present and Future,1 
the subject being viewed from a Jewish 
standpoint. After rehearsing briefly ti e 
substance of his first lecture, be dwelt at 
some length on the irrefragable evidences 
of. the past and exact fulfillment of the 
prophesies of Jacob, Moses, David. Isiiab, 
Jeremiah, Ezekiel, Daniel and Malachi, 
the destruction of the sanctuary- at the end 
of seven weeks, the Messiah cut off 
in the midst of these seven weeks, 
the ten tribes dispeis^d and broken 
off, yet the two tribes reserved as 
the rem nant; from the wild olive tree the 
nation which is no nation, grafied in to pro­ 
voke the former to jealousy. Daniel s 
(identical with John’s) 1280 years from the 
placing of the abomination on the holy 
place, and the exaltation of the man of 
sin in :lie temple as God, until the rebuild­ 
ing of the temjile and the restoration of the 
holy land, leave no doubt that from the 
establishment of the See of Rome and of 
the Mosque on the holy place with Moham­ 
medanism (632 A. D.j, the 1260 years are 
ending in 181*2 (or allowing the difference 
of chronology, about 1867), and Israel shall 
be 
gathered 
by 
Elijah 
(preceding 
the great and terrible day) from the four 
quarters ot the globe ; the temple to be re­ 
built, and the glory of the holy land shall 
be more excellent than words can tell; 
already the l ighway is being cast up from 
Joppa to Jerusalem fur the ransomed, and 
all things, great and small, are shaping 
and preparing rapidly. 
The Gentiles 
worship the Jewish Messiah and are ac­ 
counted seed of Abraham by faith. Has 
God cast away His people Israel I God 
forbid I The Son ot God, Immanuel, was, 
is and will be and came as a Jew and will 
come again as a Jew : his church is the 
Jewish church, not a Gentile. A remnant 
of 7,000 (viz. 7,000x1,000) he has reserved 
in the 7,00o,000 of Jews lrom the two tribes 
known and existing as Jews at this hour 
according to the election of grace : this is his 
church, Christ’s church, the Jewish church; 
these all at Elijah’s appearance know the 
Nazarene their Messiah; the other ten 
tribes not according to the election of grace 
were broken off from the natural tree, 
Christ’s Jewish church, and meanwhile to 
provoke them to jealousy-, a nation which 
is no nation from a wild olive tree was 
grafted in (into what ? why into the natural 
tree of Christ's Jewish church, becoming 
child!en by- adoption); and after the full­ 
ness of the Gentiles has been admitted, then 
also the broken off branches, If they abide 
notin unbelief, shall be grafted in again 
(into what? into the gralts of the wild 
olive ? 
too 
preposterous I 
but into 
what? why, hack into the natural 
tree of Christ s Jewish church, into which 
also the wild olive tree's branches were 
grafted!) and so all Israel shall be saved. 
But tlie grafts of the wild olive, if not 
satisfied with the first estate of their salva­ 
tion. seeking new abodes, boasting against 
and substituting themselves for the tree, 
who say- they- are the Jew and are not, de­ 
siring to bear rather than to be borne by 
the root, and the thistle coveting Itobanou, 
and the bramble offering her shadows to 
the cedar, shall not be spared, but cast out, 
trodden down and devoured by their own 
fire (Rom., chap. xi ; Jude vi.; Rev. ii., 0; 
2 Chrou. xxv., 18; Judg. ix., 7—15). God 
has promised to prosper those who pray for 
the peace of Jerusalem, and to bless those 
who bless Abraham’s and Israel’s children, 
and to curse those who curse them. Under 
Christ’s personal reign during the millen­ 
nium, which is close at hand, the Jews 
shall have the glorious dominion over the 
land, and the ministry; they are not freed 
from circumcision, they have to be circum­ 
cised both in the flesh and in the spirit 
(Ezek. xliv., 9; 1 Cor. vii., 18), while the 
strangers or Gentile branches grafted into 
their tree of Christ, need not and must not 
be circumcised in the flesh (Acts xv., 19, 
28; 1 Cor. vii.. IS); but all shall worship 
the Jewish Messiah Jesus, and keep bis 
real and only- and most ancient .Sabbath 
days, on the seventh day. rejecting both 
the Roman substitution of the Sunday and 
the Mohammedan of Friday. 
At the conclusion the speaker made an 
eloquent and strong appeal to his brethren 
of the Jews, to prejiare for Elijah’s coming 
and bringing them to the Holy Land by­ 
giving their hearts unto the Messiah ; and 
proposed to them tlie opening of a Jewish 
Church of Christ; and aiso an appeal to 
the (¡entiles to associate and help to 
open such a church by enrolling them as 
Gentile Christian members of the Jewish 
Church of Christ; but the lecturer strongly- 
repudiated as wild, fanciful and unnat­ 
ural the demand made by the ordinary 
hulk of Christians (Gentile) on the Jew to 
leave JadaisiQ and to come over ¡ ? ) to the 
Christian Church to be admitted into their 
privilege or fellowship, while he is willing 
and praying to have them share those of 
Christ s Jewi.ih Church. The lev .lire was 
listened to attentively by Jews and Gentiles, 
and after the close several of the audience 
remained, manifesting a great interest, and 
some prominent Jews offered tlieir first 
readiness to join such a church.

Powdcrly ou Co-operation, 
In the Journal of United Latan-, Mr. Pow- 
deriy says : “The watchword of the Knights 
of Labor is universal co-operation. In it 
tliey see the road leading to the solution 
of the labor question, the abolition of the 
wage system and the accumulation of capi­ 
tal by those who have thus far suffered 
from its aggressions. For the ideal of the 
co-operative movement is the widest pos­ 
sible diffusion of capital to make it the 
servant and not the master of labor, and 
industrial co-operation, as we understand 
it, means this: It mea sorganized self-help 
by- honest labor and honest trade, the 
profits being equally divided among those 
who create them, whether by work ofhand 
or work of brain. It means being one’s 
own master and working for one’s own in­ 
terest. It means the reign of the common 
people and the establishment of a real co­ 
operative republic. The goal can never be 
reached by the realization of the wildest 
Socialistic dreams, State ownership of two 
of the factors in production—land and 
capital—and virtually of the third— 
labor. 
That would sacrifice personal 
liberty, while co-operation would add to 
this liberty by applying true democracy 
to industrial organization. Nor will the 
selfish trade-unionist’s idea of looking no 
further than the getting of the highest 
possible wages for himself and his craft 
offer the means of escape from a harsh 
and helpless destiny. Our motto is, ’ All 
for each anü each for all;’ not ’Each for 
himself and the devil take hindmost.’ But 
the industrial millennium cannot be had 
for the asking, and ‘ workingmen cannot 
have co-operation or any improved indus­ 
trial system thrust upon them.’ as Dr. Shaw 
in his ‘ Co-operation in a Western City ’ 
well says. By self-help and asking no odds 
we must mount the ladder.” 
Do Squirrels H iher.vatf. ’—From what 
I have observed I think the striped squirrel 
is the only one that hibernates in New 
England.
